The exciting feature so far of the Hoe 
saie came last night at the sale of pict- 
ures in Mendelssohn Hall when the Rem- 
brandt brought a record-breaking price 
of $70,590. That is the highest price that 
a Rembrandt has ever brought at a pub- 
lic sale in this country. The picture is 
one of the brown-yellow tones, a young 
sirl of a dozen years, showing the figure 
a little more than half length. She is 
a fair-haired girl, a light veil floating 
from the back of her head. She wears a 
dull yeilow mantle over a gown of the 
Same color. There is a jeweled neck- 
iace, . jeweled headdress holds th® heavy 
braids of her hair, and there are 
pearls in her ears anda on one wrist. She 
holds in her hand a gold locket or medal 
which is attached by a cord 
eled girdle. 

Rembrandt painted the picture some 
time between 1640 and 1643. For more 
than 100 years it was a part of the Cot- 
terill Dormer collection in Cliffordshire. 
For a time it was a part of Sir Charies 
Robinson’s colicection in London and hung 
in the Sedelmeyer Gallery, Paris. It was

| FAVOR NAUNDORFF CLAIM. 


French Senate Commission Would Ac- 
cept Him as Louis XVI.’s Son. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

PARIS, Feb. 17.—A commission of 
the French Senate has adopted a report 
prepared by Boissy d’Anglas in favor 
of according the citizenship of the 
French Republic to the descendants of 
Naundorff, who asserted that he was 
the son of Louis XVI. This decision, if 
accepted by Parliament, will recognize 
the right of the descendants of Naun- 
dorff to bear the royal name of Bour- 
bon. 

The report repudiates the statement 
found in nearly all histories of the 
French Revolution that the Dauphin 
died in the Temple Prison,. and brands 


the royal relatives who survived the 
‘reien of terror as guilty of unworthy 
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conduct in Naundorff’s régard in evad- 
ing recognition and acknowledgment of 
his legitimacy. 

Great stress {is laid in the report upon 
the refusal of the ecclesiastic authority 
to permit mass to be celebrated for the 
repose of the soul of the young Dau- 
phin, this refusal having been accom- 
panied by the assertion that he was 
known to be still alive. As a matter of 
fact, Senator Boissy d’Anglas says, 
there has never been a mass said or 
sung for the unfortunate Louis XVII. 
except in full recognition of his identity 
with the so-called Naundorff, to whom 
after his death the Government of Hol- 
land accorded his kingly title. 

The report further recalls the fact 
that the sister of the Dauphin, the 
Duchess @’Angouléme, refused to ac- 
cept the heart of the pretended Prince

Some of the 
signers of the document are owners of 
apartment houses. The document doesn't 
forbid their employing negro elevator boys, 
but no hovse may have more negro bell- 
boys, janitors, cleaners, or private ser- 
vants in it than it has families of whites. 

The 91 property owners agree that any 
one who breaks the covenant will render 


The covenant !s legalized by the pay- 
of the customary technical dollar 
To prevent the 
covenant being declared unconstitutional 
he property owners take care to state 
they have no desire ‘‘ to preclude or pre- 
vent negroes or citizens of African de- 
scent from occupying the premises be- 
cause of their color or race.”” They add: 


Our sole desire is to obtain a resumption 
and continuance of the rents obta!ned nrior 
to the time that houses fn the nelghborhiood 
hegan being rented negro tenants. Vari- 
ous parties have been purchasing different 
parceis in and about i6th Street and else- 
where in Manhattan tn netehborhoods here- 
tofore occupied exclusively by white ten- 
ants, and have leased or rented the same 
to negroes for the purpose of compelling 
near-by property owners to purchase the 
same to pr their holdings. This act 
of letting certain houses to negroes has 
aan a plan to purchase by neigh- 
oring enant« 

The introduc of negro tenants into 
certain etreets has made the white tenants 
away and his necessitated ai sub- 
stantial reduction i!n rents. It has pre- 
cluded the renting of vacant houses and 
apartments, except at lower rentals. It 
has brought about 4 large reduction in the 
rentals of flats and a large decrease of fee 
values It has made {It difficult to obtain 
new or renewal loans on the properties. 
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The covenant further states that the 
damage to property values which already 
has been done by the negro invasion will 
take fifteen years to repair, and for this 
reason the property owners bind them- 
selves, their heirs, their successors, and 
assignee to hold by the terms of the con- 
tract for that period. 

“The covenant which 
the Register’s office simply means that 
we are not going to allow outside specu- 
lators to force down the value of our 
property 25 per cent. without a fight,’ 
Said ‘one of the ninety-one covenanters 
yesterday. ‘‘ Our objecftfon is In no sense 
a slur at the colored race. It is an agree- 
ment to defend ourselves against a clever 
blackmailing scheme which is being 
worked against self-respecting white 
property owners in various parts of the 
town. A certain class of real estate spec- 
ulators, knowing the depreciation in real 
estate Values which always follows a col- 
ored invasion, have been making &a@ prac- 
tice of buying several houses in a respect- 
able and fairly prosperous white neighbor- 
hood, 

‘These houses the speculators immedi- 
ately advertise as being available for col- 
ored tenants. They stick out signs ‘ Col- 
ored Boarders Wanted.’ Sometimes they 
even go so far as to actually encourage 
negro tenants of disrepute. They force 
the respectable white property owners or 
the neighborhood into accepting one of 
two alternatives, either one of which is 
exceedingly profitable to the spécu- 
lators—to buy at an, increased figure the 
property which the speculators are letting 
to negroes, or sell their own property to 
the speculators at a reduced price. 

“This is the history of real estate in the 
various ‘ black belts” of the eity. And it 
might have been the history of our real 
estate in West 136th Street. Two or three 
of the houses in the street changed hands, 
and signs of ‘ Colored Boarders Wanted ’ 
began to be hung out on these houses. 
Then a café in Lenox Avenue, right 
around the 136th Stgeet corner, was let 
to a West Thirty-fifth Street colored 
saloon keeper, who turned it into a negro 
danoe hall. It was at.this time that our 
Harlem Real Hstate Protective Associa- 
tion was organized. 


‘‘As a result of ovr reform work sev- 
eral of the negro houses were closed by 
the police and the rest gradually left the 
neighborhood. The negro saloon keeper 
was discovered to have forged some of 
the signatures of the respectable property 
owners to the.consents required by the 
Excise Department, so his license was re- 
voked and he was dispossessed. 

‘‘ Between last June and December the 
covenant was circulated among the prop- 
erty owners along the street and 85 per 
cent. signed it at once. Until the cove- 
nant was circulated real estate on West 
136th St@et had fallen off in value from 
10 to 20 per cent.; two sales have been 
made reeently of houses on the street at 
increased figures, the sales being subject 
to the terms of the covenant.’’ 


OUST 170 MEN FROM TRAIN. 


Industrial Workers of the World Had

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tion, Tellgrino Stravelli of 971 Yonkers 
Avenue, Yonkers, was arrested last night 
on a charge of blackmailing, under threat 
of death, Frederick Wolff of 22 Sherwood 
Avenue, one of the wealthiest residents of 
the east side of Yonkers. Five detectives 
stationed near Stravelli’s barber's shop 
saw him take $250 from Wolff. 

The police say they also have evidence 
that Stravelli, who was twice arrested in 
the past few years in New York City in 
connection with blackmailing cases, is the 
inan who sent letters to James Hogan, a 
wealthy resident of the easterly section 
of Yonkers, demanding $3,000 under the 
threat of killing Hogan and his wife and 
dynamiting their home. 

About six weeks ago Wolff was in Stra- 
velli’s barber's shop, in Yonkers Avenue, 
when three men passed in the street. 
Stravelll remarked: ‘‘ They look like dan- 
gerous men. No doubt, they're after either 
you or me,” 

Two nights later the same three passed 
the shop, and the barber said: ‘‘ There 
go those same fellows again.” He then 
said that the men were probably members 
of the Black Hand Society. 

‘These fellows,’ he added, “get you 
if they once go after you, and its better 
to give them money when they demand it. 
I had an experience with the Black Hand 
some years ago, and when I didn’t meet 
their demands they blew up my shop. But 
I'm wiser now.” 

When Wolff left the shop that night 
Stravelli put a revolver in his hand, ad- 
vising him to use it If he was attacked. 


The next night Wolff received a letter | 
telling him that if he did not leave $1,000; 


the railroad station in Morris Park 
on an appointed night he and his wife 
would be killed. The following night when 
he went to get shaved Stravelli was in- 
quisitive, and when Wolff informed him 
that he had geceived a threatening let- 
ter, the barber advised him to give up the 
money demanded. 

Wolff communicated wtih the police, 
who learned that Stravelll had a record 
in this city, having been arrested for 
blackmali in February, 1908, and on an- 
other occasion by the late Lieut. Petro- 
sino, 

Capt. Brady advised Wolff to confer 
with Stravelli as though he trusted the 
barber implicitly. Wolff accordingly told 
Stravelli he would be willing to pay a 
large amount to be free from persecution, 
but that he was unwilling to part with 
$1,000. Stravelli then said that since his 
barber shop had been dynamited he had 
become acquainted with members of the 
Black Hand, and that he could arrange 
with them to be lenient with Wolff and 
accept a smaller amount. 

Bv advice of Capt. Brady, Wolff induced 
Stravelli to have a letter written to him 
from the black handers appointing 
Stravelli thelr agent to accept the black- 
mail, and then it was arranged that 
Wolff turn over $250 to the barber. * 

Detective Sergeant O’Mara and Detec- 
tives Healey, Drohan, Ford, and Brazil 
were hiding near the shop last night and 
all five saw Stravelli walk out to the 
sidewalk and take the roll of bills Wolff 
handed him. He was immediately placed 
under arrest. In his shop, were found 
several guns and magazine revolvers. 

A picture of Stravelli taken from the 
Rogues’ Gallery, the negative, and the im- 
pression of the prisoner’s fingerprints 
were also found in a drawer. It is said 
Stravelli boasted he had influence enough 
to get these exhibits back.

which he operated. It appears that though 
often arrested he was never convicted.

Hand occurrences in Yonkers Nin recent 
ears, but the victims were always Ital- 
ans, and the fact that American citizens 
have been threatened has caused no little 
excitement.

Crashes Through Window After 
Beggar Was Turned Away 
and Hits Mrs. Scholes.

HAIR AVERTS SERIOUS HURT 








Miss Gould Was at Home, and Police 
Belleve the Mendicant Thought 
He Was Alming at Her. 





A brick, apparently thrown by a beg- 
gar who had asked in vain for alms at 
the door, crashed through one of the 
library windows of the home of Miss 
Helen Gould, at 578 Fifth Avenue, last 
night. It struck Mrs. Edward Scholes, a 
friend of Miss Gould, at the base of the 
skull, but an abundance of hair saved 
her from serious injury. 

Miss Gould was in an adjoining room 
with the two little daughters of Frank 
Gould. Miss Gould and the children rushed 
into the library in alarm when they heard 
the crash, but Mrs. Scholes assured them 
that she was not seriously injured. 

Patrolman Frank W. Miller of the East 
Fifty-first Street Station was called In. 
He offered to summon a doctor for Mrs. 
Scholes, but she refused, saying she 
might call in a private physician later. 
The brick had raised a painful lump. 

Miss Gould's butler told Patrolman Mil- 
ler ¢hat an unkempt man, wearing a 
black slouch hat, lurched up to the house 
under the influence of liquor at 6:20 last 
night. The man held on to the bell Util 
the butler opened the door and then said 
he wanted to see Miss Gould. 

The butler told him that Miss Gould was 
engaged. The caller safd he was a friend 
of Miss Gould, but the butler refused to 
allow him to enter. The man then told a 
story about being down and out and said 
that Miss Gould had helped him on other 
occasions. He began to tell a story about 
a starving wife and children, but finished 
abruptly with ‘‘I need the money.”’ 

The butler insisted that Miss Gould was 


‘busy and he would not disturb her, but 
i the man was so persistent that the butler 


had to close the door in the man’s face. 
The man put his foot in the door, but 
withdrew it as the heavy door squeezed 
it. As he left the door the butler said he 
heard the man curse lustily and saw him 
turn around and shake his fist. 

It was perhaps five minutes later that 


the brick came through the library win- 
dow. The library is on the Forty-seventh 
Street side, and the broken window is the 
last one of three. Mrs. Scholes was sitting 
within a few feet of the window, reading 
by the light of 4& library lamp. A young 
blonde woman was also sitting in the li- 
brary, but well away from the window. 
Mrs. Scholes’s profile could be seen from 
the opposite side of tiie street, and the 
police believe that the beggar had gone 
direct from the front door down Forty- 
seventh Street a few yards to a building 
in course of construction. They think that 
the beggar got the brick there, and hurled 
it from the opposite side of the street. 
The profile of Mrs. Scholes, the police 


| believe, he mistook for that of Miss Gould. 


The police are hunting for the man the 
butler described. 

The young ,.woman, whose name the 
police did not learn, rose to her feet in 
alarm. Miss,Gould and the children ran 
into the roovNand for a few minutes there 
was greatgfhonfusion. Mrs. Scholes had 
clapped he™fnands to the back of her head 
when she was'struck. 

The missile was shown to Policeman 
Miller and he wanted to take it as evi- 
dence. Mrs. Scholes had regained her 
composure by this time and she smiling- 
ly said:

He said that the standing 
order was that no information should be 
given to reporters in the absence of Miss 
jJould. He said that Mrs. Scholes was not 
much hurt. 

Beggars nave been plaguing Fifth Ave- 
nue for the past two months. There have 
been many complaints at the East Fifty- 
first Street Station, and there have been 
many written complaints at Police Head- 
quarters. Special orders have been sent 
to the station houses by Second Deputy 
Police Commissioner Flynn regarding the 
nuisance, and Detective Sergt. Van Twis- 
tern and the detectives of the station have 
made sd@veral arrests. The beggars have 
a disagreeable habit of clinging to the 
door bell until the door is answered, and 
when they are ordered away, they invari- 
ably leave the house cursing.

Foelker, the Chief Witness, Explains 
His Association with Sosinsky, 
Now a Convict.

The two chief witnesses in the tria]} of . 
Frank J. Gardner, former State Senator, 
charged with having attempted to bribe 
Congressman Otto G. Foelker to vote 
against the racing ‘bills while Foelker was 
& member of the State Senate, completed 
their testimony yesterday before Justice 
Seabury in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court. 


When the hour for adjournment came 
the prosecution had laid the groundwork 
On which they expect to pile evidence 
enough to convict the man who is sup- 
posed to have disbursed a large portion 
of an alleged corruption fund of $500,000 


which turf men here are said to have sub- 
scribed. 

Congressman Foelker himself and Rob- 
ert H. Elder, First Assistant District At- 
torney of Kings County, whose testimony 
before the Legislative Investigating Com- 
mittee last Fall brought about the arrest 
and indictment of Gardner, are the main 
reliance of the prosecution. Mr. Bilder 
told the story of Gardner’s alleged confes- 
sion to him, and when his cross-examina- 
tion was finished, late in the day, Gard- 
ner’s lawyer had failed to break down 
his testimony. ; 

Congressman Foelker, who was subject- 
ed to such a gruelling cross-examination 
On Thursday, succeeded yesterday in ex- 
plaining away most of the insinuations 
against his character which were being 
developed by Max D. Steuer of counsel 
for Gardner in an effort to discredit 
Foelker as a witness. 


Mr. Foelker explained his association 
with Max Sosinsky, the convict, by saying 
that Sosinsky acted as his tutor while he 
was preparing for the Regents’ examina- 
tions to qualify him for admission t@,the 
Bar, and he said that he went to live 
with Sosifisky because Sosinsky was too 
buey to make a daily visit to Foelker’s 
home in Brooklyn. 

It was learned yesterday that Foelker’s 
examination papers have been destroyed, 
and that all examination papers, in fact, 


prior to 1908, have been destroyed by the 
Board of Rgents, according to their usual 
custom, Were it not for this Mr. Stener 
might insist upon a comparison between 
Foelker’s examination papers ahd the two 
letters written by Sosinsky to the Regents 
and signed ‘‘ Otto G. Foelker’’ on which 
much stress was laid by Gardner’s coun- 
sel the day before. "s 


Explains the Doubtfual Check. 


Congressman Foelker also removed the 
doubt of the $250 check yesterday to the 
satisfaction of Assistant District Attorney 
C. C. Nott, Jr. This check, as was told 
in yesterday’s TIMES, was drawn by J. BS. 
Hildebrand and was giver to Foelker as 


a campaign contripution while Foelker 
was running for the State Senate in the 
Fall of 1906. The witness made it clear 
yesterday that he had never received a 
dollar of the money, but had handed the 
check over to a district leader for cam- 
paign uses. 

Another charge, that he had complained 
to an acquaintance that ‘‘the other fel- 
lows’ were getting all the money while 
he only had bé@®n promised Democratie 
Support by the late Senator “ Pat’? Me- 
Carren, was parried by the Congressman 
by a complete denial. 

Mr, Steuer wanted to know more about 
that conversation between Foelké@r and 
Gardner on the train between Albany and 
New York in April of 1908, while the race- 
track bills were pending in the Senate. 
He suggested that it was strange Foel- 
ker had not considered it his duty to in- 
form the State Senate of an attempt to 
bribe him, as hé should have known that 
in the attempt to bribe a crime had been 
committed. 

The Congressman said that while he 
knew it was a crime he did not report it 
because he had ne means of corrobora- 
tion. 

‘“‘And any story I might have told at 
the time would have been construed as 
notoriety seeking on my part,” he added. 
After the offer of the bribe, he admit- 
ted, he met Gardner once or twice on the 
street and on each occasion spoke to him. 
Mr. Steuer thought that strange, but Mr. 
Foelker explained that he merely replied 
to Gardner’s salutation and passed on. 


Asks a Surprising Question. 


Then came one of Mr. Steuer’s sur- 
prises, and there was a hum of expecta- 
tion in the courtroom as he asked: 

‘Did you come into funds at that 
time? ”’ 

Foelker denied that he had. 

Switching a moment .from this lne of 
inquiry Mr. Steuer wanted to know wheth- 
er the Congressman had been abies to find 
the letter from Robert A. Sharkey, former 
Naval Officer here. This letter, Mr. Foel- 
ker had explained on Thursday, accom- 
panied Hildebrand’s check for $250. The 
Congressman said he had not found the 
letter in question, but had located one 
just as good. It was dated Aug. 80, 1907, 
and was a communication from Sharkey 
to Foelker, saying: ‘‘ When I delivered 
J. S. Hildebrand’s contribution you iIn- 
sisted upon a division of the same, prom- 
ising to mail me a check. I have had a 
hard fight on my hands, and it would 
come in very handy now.” 

‘‘So you did get the check the day after 
election?’’ commented Mr. Steuer, and 
then he asked if Foelker really agreed to 
divide the $250 check with Mr. Sharkey. 

“That is not true,’’ said the witness. 

Mr. Steuer announced that he could 
prove that Foelker was a party to So- 
sinsky’s forfeiture of bail, a forfelture 
which resulted in Sosinsky’s remaining 
out of custody for twenty-one months, 
and delaying his prosecution for tmper- 
sonating applicants for Regents’ certifi- 
cates until recently. He asked if a certain 
Joseph Ratigan, who, he said, was So- 
sinsky’s lawyer, carried a letter from So- 
sinsky to Foelker in April, 1908, and 
whether Foelker gave Ratigan any money. 
The Congressman admitted that he did. 

‘Did vou know where Sosinsky was at 
that time?’”’ asked Mr. Steuer. 

‘* No,” replied Foelker. 


Comes to 830,000 Loan. 


‘But you still have Ratigan’s promis- 
sory note?”’ 

‘* Indeed, I have,’’ said the witness, with 
a rueful smile. He added that the 
amount was $75, and that he had tried to 
collect it both by telephone and by send- 
ing for the money. He said, too, that the 
reason which inspired him to lend Rati- 
gan money was pity, as the lawyer gvas 
hard pressed to pay his office rent, d, 
moreover, was somewhat shabby. 

‘So you pitied him, and that’s why you 
telephoned him to get the money back?” 
asked Mr. Steuer. 

‘Yes, it was only a loan,”’ replied the 
witness. 

Mr. Steuer wanted to knew when Mr. 
Foelker left.Albany after the regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature in 1908, and when 
told May 6 or 7 of that year asked: 

“Did you make a loan of $30,000 on 
May 4, 1908?”’ 

The Congressman looked surprised. But 


a moment later he said that such a loan ~~ 


had been made by him for and in behalf.

Later on when Mr. Nott gave the wit- 
ness a chance to explain the mortgage 
transaction fully to the jury Congressman 
Foelker ‘said that the tate Mr. Watson 
was his wife's uncle, and that jhe trans- 
acted a part of the business for the es- 
tate, of.which his aunt was executrix. 
He carried his aunt’s pass books in sev- 
eral savings banks to the Nassau Trust 
Company, and with this the mortgage on a 
property in Brookiyn was negotiated. 

‘** Not a dollar of that money was mine,” 
Said the Congressman. ‘‘ And immediate- 
ly after the mortgage was made it was 
@ssigned over by me.”’ 


His Meeting with a Racing Man. 

“If you had received that money as the 
result of a bribe, would you have recorded 
the mortgage in your own name?” asked 
Mr. Nott. 

The Congressman became excited. 

“TI never got a dollar,” he exclaimed: 
* not a dollar from any source either for 
or against the bills.”’ 

“Wait a minute, wait,’’ remarked Mr. 
Steuer, and Mr. Nott’s question was re- 


’ replied the witness. 

‘“You could have obtained plenty of 
dummies?’ suggested Mr. Nott. 

Congressman Foelker seemed to take of- 
fense at this. ‘‘1I don’t think that is a 
fair question, Mr. Nott,’’ he said, and 
the matter was dropped. 

Gardner’s counsel then asked him if he 
remembered a James Ray of Jacksonville, 
Fla., whom he met on a train one day 
in 1909 coming from Washington. At first 
the witness could not recall such a man, 
but when it was suggested that Ray was 
@ racing man he remembered. He was a4 
very friendly sort of chap, said the Con- 
gressman, with whom he struck up an 
acquaintance. Mr. Ray even got so fa- 
miliar as to call him ‘‘ Otto’’ before they 
reached New York. 

** Don’t you remember Ray’s telling you 
that vou had put them out of business, 
and asking why vou voted for the Hart- 
Agnew bills,’’ asked Mr. Steuer, ‘“ and 
that you replied that .ll McCarren had 
promiced you was Democratic assistance, 
which you didn't need, and that the other 
fellows were getting the money? ”’ 

Foelker denied this emphatically, and 
the cross-examination passed on to the 
question of whether or not the Congress- 
man furnished the publishers of the Al- 
bany Red Book with the facts con- 
cerning himself which were printed there- 
in. Foelker said that either he or his 
secretary probably furnished the facts. 
Mr. Steuer showed that in the sketch of 
Foelker’s life nothing was said about his 
two years’ employment at the law office 
of a Mr. O’Connor in Manhattan. 


His Association with Sosinsky. 


Then came the explanation of the Con- 
gressman’s association with Max Sosin- 
sky. 

“‘In 1904,”" he said, ‘‘ he told me he could 
not come to my house any more, as he 
couldn’t spare the time, and he asked me 
to come over to his house. Other students 
were there at th® time, and I think four 
of them took the Regents’ examinations 
at the same time I did ”’ 

Referring back to the McCarren matter 
he said that the late leader of the Brook- 
lyn Democrats did speak to him about the 
anti-race track gambling bills, and of- 
fered him Democratic assistance if he 
would vote against the bills. 

Mr. Steuer sought also to show during 
his cross-examination that Foelker tried 
to bribe a William C. Wilson of 472 Mvyr- 
tle Avenue, but this Foelker indignantly 
denied: Steuer said he wanted to know if 
Foelker once said to Wilson in connection 
with a law suit over the disposition of 
some city water: ‘If you testify as I di- 
rect will see that your salary is in- 
creased.”’ 

Mr, Steuer asked why he had allowed 
Sosinsky to use his name in writing to 
the Regents for Foelker’s certificate, and 
the witness said: 

‘He was just as much interest®d in the 
outcome as I was, and when he asked me 
if he should write for the certificate I 
told him to go ahead. When he got in 
trouble over the Regents’ examination aft- 
erward he called me up on the telephone 
and I advised him to go to the District 
Attorney and tell him everything he 
knew.”’ 

John Rayher, who was Foelker’s private 
secretary in 1908, succeeded him on the 
Witness stand. He was on the train when 
the Gardner bribe is alleged to have been 
offered, and he testified yesterday that 
he saw Jacob Eilprin, Gardner’s former 
Jaw partne , speak to Foelker, and saw 
Foelker go to the compartment where 
Gardner was supposed to be. ‘ 

Corroboration by Detective. 
» Thomas J. Maxwell, a private detective. 
formerly employed by the Brighton Beach 
Hotel, testified that Gardner asked him 
to see Floyd Adams, a clerk at the Gates 
Avenue Court, Brooklyn. and get him to 
visit Foelker in Staatsburg In May, 1908. 

In describing what took place between 
himself and Gardner, Maxwell said Gard- 
ner said to him: 

“‘ Now Tom, I want you to go over and 
see Floyd Adams about that sucker I got 
the nomination for. You go tell Floyd I'll 
give Otto Foelker $25,000 if he’ll be with 
us and vote for the Race Prack bill.”’ 

Mr. Maxwell corrected himself by say- 
ing it was ‘‘ against’’ the bills, not “‘for” 
them, that Gardner spoke. He said he 
delivered the message to Adams and that 
he reported to Gardner that “ Floyd said 

e was tickled to death, and he’d go right 
up there the next day and see him.’’ The 
next report he made to Gardner, Maxwell 
said, was several days later, when he 
said: ‘‘ Adams has been up and seen Foe!l- 
ker, and he tells me to go up and see 
Foelker.’’ And to this Gardner, according 
to Maxwell, replied: **‘ Let it go. We have 
got somebody else.’’ 

Floyd Adams followed Maxwell as a 
witness. But beyond his statement that 
he saw Foelker at Staatsbureg, 
mony was ruled out. 

Mr. Elder came to the stand then and 
told again the story which created such a 
sensation when related before the legis- 
lative investigating committee. He ex- 
plained that he was in charge of the Dis- 
trict Attornevy’s office of Kings County 
fn 1908 during a temporary absence of 
District Attorney Clark, and was engaged 
in prosecutions for violations of the Hart-

Several indictments were found, and 
@long in March of 1910 he sent for Gard- 
mer.

‘cock, and that Mr. Hyde was there as a 
representative of William Engerman, who 
for a long time was President of the 
Brighton Beach Racing Association. Then 
followed the narrative relating how the 
late Senator McCarren was piqued he- 
cause he was not allowed to handle the 
money, and of Gardner’s trip to Albany 
with Mr. Hyde, who, as Gardner said, ac- 
cording to Elder, ‘‘ was green and didn’t 
know the ways up there and how to man- 
age things.”’ 


Hyde Mentioned Agnin. 

* Did Gardner state that he had handled 
the money?’ asked Mr. Nott. 

‘‘“Not in direct words,’ replied Mr. 
Elder. ‘‘ He said that $125,000 was handled 
by Jim Gaffney, and that this money was 
put aside to take care of three or four 
Tammany men in the Legislature, and 
of this $125,000 Senator Grady got only 
$4,000.

“He said he was retained because he 
knew the methods there and Hyde didn’t,” 
replied Mr. Elder. ‘‘ He said he knew how 
to approach people and understood how 
to manage the thing, and that the other 
man didn’t.”’ 

Gardner's alleged remarks about money 
faving been paid to newspaper. corre- 
spondents was repeated. Mr. Elder said 
_Gardner told him that Foelker’ got 
$10,000. In regard to the newspaper cor- 
respondents, Mr. Elder elaborated on his 
testimony before the legislative commit- 
tee. He explained that one of the men 
mamed was George J. Tirrell, formerly 
of The Brooklyn Eagle, now secretary to 
Controller Prendergast. Mr. Tirrell denied 
thefore the legislative committee that he 
received anv money. 

‘‘When Tirrell’s name was mentioned,”’ 
said Mr. Elder. “*‘ Gardner said to me: 
‘What do you think of that fellow? Since 
he has been made secretary to the Con- 
troller I sent to him to do me a favor and 
he sent back word that he didn’t know 
me anv more. What do vou think of a 
man who would treat me that wayv?’” 

When it came time to cross-examine Mr. 
Elder he was asked by Gardner's lawver 
if, at the time he was prosecuting viola- 
tions of the Hart-Agnew law he enter- 
tained any feeling of hostility for Mr. 
Hivde. Mr. Elder denied having such feel-

FOELKER PAPERS DESTROYED. 


Handwriting Experts Search Albany 
for Them in Gardner's Interest. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 17.—The examination 
papers on which a law student’s certifi- 
cate was issued by the State to Otto O. 
Foelker, chief witness in the trial of ex- 
Senator Frank J. Gardner on a charge of 
bribery, have been destroyed. It was 
said at the office of the Regents to-night 
that no examination papers for other than 
medical certificates passed prior to June, 
1904, are on file in the Capitol. The 


papers bearing Mr. Foelker’s signature 
ae received in January and March, 

In June of that year the present State 
Education Department was organized 
under a new law, and since that time the 
papers in connection with such examina- 
tions have been kept. All other papers, 
it is said, had been thrown away after 
the results were recorded. 

Officials of the Education Department 
were subpoenaed to produce two letters 
signed with the name of Foelker. These 
letters ask that a certificate be forward- 
ed. One was received soon after the 
January examination in 1904 and the 
writer was informed that the necessary 
number of counts had not been credited 
to Foelker. After the next examination 
the required number of counts were ob- 
tained, and on receipt of the second let- 
ter the cestificate entitling Foelker to 
register as a law student was issued. 

These letters when exhibited on the trial 
yesterday were said by Foelker to be in 
the handwriting of Max Sosinsky, who 
was convicted of fraud in connection with 
Regents’ examinations. It is said that the 
handwriting is similar to that of other let- 
ters received by the Education Depart- 
ment, and believed to be the work of 
Sosinsky. 

It was learned to-day that Albert S. 8. 
Osborne and William J. Kingsley, hand- 
writing experts, in the interest of Gardner 
called at the office of the State Commi:s- 
sioner of Education to examine the 
Foelker papers, but they were informed 
that the papers were not in existence. 
Other persons who refused to give their 
names and who are believed to be friends 
of Foelker have been making tnquiries 
concerning the papers within the last few 


ays. 

It is probable that officials of the Re- 
gents’ department will be sworn in the 
Gardner trial next week. 

While in the city the handwriting ex- 
perts also examined the records in the 
Court of An>veals in a search of the hand- 
writing of Mr. Foelker.

TO WIN INSURGENTS 
BY BIGGER FREE LIST 


Administration Feels It Must Add 
Manufactured Articles Used by 
Farmers to Agreement. 








WILL BE GIFTS TO CANADA 





Senate Vote Likely to be Reached by 
These Concessions — Committee 
Kills Annexation Resolutions.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—In view of the 
protracted fight that promises to develop 
in the Senate through the effort of the 
insurgents to amend the Canadian agree- 
ment by adding to the American free list 
many manufactured articles used by the 
farmer, the friends of the Administration 
have about decided that some _ such 
amendments must be allowed. These 
amendments will all be in the nature 
of free gifts to Canada, and are not there- 
fore expected to nullify the negotiations 
already brought to a conclusion. Their 
real purpose is to soothe the Senators 
from the Middle West, and induce them 


to permit a vote to be reached. 

The political effect of such amendments 
cannot be definitely predicted yet. It is 
certain that among the standpatters there 
will be strong objection to this extension 
of the free list, but it is hoped that this 
opposition will come from those who have 
already manifested an unvarying hostility 
to the measure. If this hope proves well 
founded a vote may be reached, as it is 
not expected that the insurgents. will 
carry their opposition to the President's 
programme so far as to stand out abso- 
lutely for the full measure of free trade 
they at first contemplated in the amend- 
ments Mr. Cummins was to offer. 

Beyond this conciliatory spirit shown 
toward the insurgents by the Administra- 
tion Senators, however, the prospects to- 
day are not bright for a vote. Mr. Hey- 
burn of Idaho showed plainly in his 
tactics to prevent a vote on the popular 
election of Senators that he intends to 
use every resource at his command to 
cause delay. The longér he can put off 
a vote on the Constitutional amendment 
the shorter will be the time in which 
reciprocity must be rushed through, and 
that time is already so short that only 
extrgordinary pressure can accomplish 
the desired vote.

Their 
idea is to put so many manufactured ar- 
ticles on the free list that their farming 
constituencies will feel that the lowering 
of the commodities they have to buy 
will compensate them for the competition 
they may have to meet from Canadian 
farm products. 

While it is fairly certain that Mr. Hey- 
burn and one or two others will do their 
best to stave off a vote on reciprocity, it 
can be stated that an effort to organize 
a formal filibuster has been made with- 
out success. The proposition was broached 
among certain Senators two days ago, 
and it met with a decisive rejection. Ap- 
parently there are not enough Senators 
who destre the conspicuous position of 
talking to death a measure suggested by 
a Republican President and indorsed so 
overwhelmingly throughout the country. 

Annexation Resolutions Killed. 

The Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House made quick work to-day of the 
Bennet resolutions on Canadian annexa- 
tion. The committee held a special meet- 
ing and voted to report both resolutions 
adversely. One called on the President 
for information as to any negotiations 
that may have been begun looking to an- 
nexation and the other asked the Presi- 
dent tc begin diplomatic negotiations to 
that end. There were eleven members 
of the committee present—Foster of Ver- 
mont, Chairman; Legareof South Carolina, 
Cooper of \Wusconsin, Garner of Pennsyl- 
vania, Ames of Massachusetts, McKinley 
of Illinois, Cooper of Pennsylvania, Flood 
of Virginia, Hitchcock of Nebraska, and 
H. W. Paler of Pennsylvania—all of whom 
voted against the two resolutions, while 
Mr. Bennet gave the solitary vote eacii 
resolution obtained. 

The Committee will give no reasons for 
{ts action, but will simply report the reso- 
lutions adversely. That wil be the end 
of them. The action of the Committee 
was almost without precedent, as the res- 
olutions were hardly a day old before the 
committee killed them. It was felt that 
there should be no discussion of the reso- 
lutions but that a decisive vote be 
promptly taken upon them. 

This procedure was decided on at a con- 
ference between President Taft and Mr. 
xoster, at which the President requested 
Mr. Foster to call the Committee at once 
and take action to forestall adverse and 
misconceived comment in Canada and 
Great Britain, which would work harm to 
the efforts to obtain the adoption, of the 
reciprocity agreement in the United States 
Congress and in the Canadian Parliament. 

Some members of the committee were 
disposed to report the second resolution, 
which requested information of the Presi- 
dent and which gave him the opportunity 
to reply in an effective manner to show 
that in this country there was no thought 
of annexation. But the course agreed on 
by the President and Mr. Foster was ad- 
hered to rather than incur the risk of 
further action. 


SAYS OUR WHEAT SUFFERS. 


Reciprocity Proposal Made Price Fall 
and Increased Canadian. 


CONCORD, N, H., Feb. 17.—In support 
of his contention that the enactment of 
the proposed Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment will reduce the price of American 
wheat and increase, the price of Cana- 
dian wheat, former Gov. Nahum J. Bach- 
elder, Master of the National Grange, 
Patrons of Husbandry, to-day issued a 
statement in which he compared wheat 
movements in the markets of Chicago and 
Winnipeg, in answer to some recent re- 
marks by James J. Hill. 

Mr. Bachelder contests Mr. Hill’s charge 
that the opposition to the Canadian reci- 
procity scheme is centred on the claim 
that the free admission of Canadian wheat 
and barley would reduge the price of these 
roducts in this country. That such would 

e the effect, he quotes Mr. Hill as de- 
claring, ‘‘is not merely improbable, but 
ridiculous and impossible.’’ 

Mr. Bachelder cites figures from a New 
York commercial newspaper of Feb. 16 
and the statement from it that ‘‘ wheat 
values broke sharply yesterday as the 
result of the House approval of the rec- 
iprocity agreement.’”’ 

“ There was,’ he gays, ‘‘a fall of about 
8 cents per bushel in the price of wheat 
since the reciprocity bill was introduced 
in Congress. If the mere expectation of 
reciprocity depresses our wheat prices, 
what would be the result of the enactment 
of the pending bill. 

‘“‘While the price of our wheat has 
fallen, that of Canadian.wheat, as shown 
in the Winnipeg market, has not fallen 
to the same extent, owing to the expecta- 
tions of the Canadian wheat growers for 
a better market in this country. Before 
the reciprocity bill was introduced wheat 
was higher in Chicago than in Winnipeg, 
but yesterday it was 2% cents higher in 
Winnipeg than in Chicago.” 


WANT LAURIER TO ACT. 


Liberals to Petition Him Over Hos-« 
tility to Agreement.

the agreement. 

Many of the supporters of the Govern- 
inent are in a quandary. A number of the 
Liberals met to-night, and agreed to sign 
a round robin to send to the Premier, ap- 
pealing to him to give some effective re- 
pudiation to the suggestion of Champ 
Clark aud others in order to stem the in- 
creasing hostility to the measure. 

In some quarters the disavowals of 
President Taft and Secretary Knox do 
not carry conviction, and the opposition 
press is carefuliy fostering the idea that 
they are the utterances of adroit and 
clever men, working with the ulterior 
motive of annexation vhich Messrs. Clark 
and Bennet “were too frank to conceal. 
The bulk of Canadians do not know Mr. 
Clark, Mr. Bennet, nor Mr. Knox, and 
they are unable tu form an independent 
judgment as to the value of their utter- 
ances, 

Mei:nbers of the Government, according 
to wellestablished policy,/refused to be 
quoted upon the subject, hut one of them 
said to-night: 

“The Government is determined to put 
that agreement through, speedily if it can 
be done, but if we are going to be both- 
ered by taik of annexation we will throw 
the whole proposal overboard and go on 
with independent development under 
which we have heen prospering for twen 
ty years.”’ 

Another leading Liberal spoke to the 
same effect. 


QUEBEC RETAINS PULP VETO. 


Premier Says Export Restriction Is 
Unaffected by Reciprocity. 


QUEBEC, Feb. 17.—The Province of 
Quebec will adhere to the policy of re- 
stricting exportation of pulp wood, de- 
spite the proposed reciprocity agreement, 
according to a statement made by Premier 
Gouin to Henri Bourassa, the Nationalist 
leader. 

‘The desire of the provincial Govern- 
ment is to make Quebec the centre of the 
pulp and paper industry ‘of the world,’’ 
said the Premier, ‘‘and there is no rea- 
son why this should not be accomplished, 
for Quebec has the essential pulp wood 
and water power, If the provincial Gov- 
ernment has to choose between the Do- 
minion and the United States, the choice 
will be for the Dominion. If the choice 
lies between Quebec and Ottawa. the in- 


terests of Quebec will receive first con- 
sideration.’’

Mrs. Garthles Sent to Ellis Island In- 
stead of City Hospital. 


Mrs. Mary Garthies of Switzerland, her 
daughter, her son-in-law Samuel Hirson, 
and the latter’s two children arrived yes- 
terday on the Mauretania. Mr. Hirson is 
a member of the diamond importing firm 
of Hirson & Silverman, 71 Nassau Street. 
He went over two months ago to bring 
his family back. 

During the voyage Mrs, Garthies, who 
is 65 years old, was taken ill. Her case 
was diagnosed as @ppendicitis. Her con- 
dition was so serious when the vessel ar- 
rived that it was thought necessary to 
take her to a hospital. The immigration 
officials could not examine Mrs. (Gar- 
thies because of her illness.

ON DIRECT ELECTIONS 


Senator Borah Has a Majority 
for a Night Session, but Sena- 
torial Courtesy Prevails. 








NEGRO QUESTION UP AGAIN 





Rayner Pleads Against National Con- 
trol of Senatorial Elections—Car- 
ter Would Protect All Voters.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The Senate 
devoted the whole of to-day’s session to 
debate on the popular election of Sena- 
tors without apparently getting any near- 
er a vote. Mr. Borah of Idaho, who is 
in charge of the resolution, made a dozen 
proposals for an agreement to vote, but 
his colleague, Mr. Heyburn, resolutely 
objected. Mr. Heyburn is determined to 
prevent action this session, and for the 
present there are enough Senators anxious 
to discuss the measure to make a solitary 
filibuster effective. 

Mr. Heyburn has a double purpose. He 
is bitterly opposed to direct elections, 
though instructed to support the measure 
by his Legislature. He is equally opposed 
to Canadian reciprocity. Filibustering 
against one of these measures is filibuster- 
ing against the other, and he has practi- 
cally given notice of his intention to talk 
until March 4. 

In his effort to force a vote Mr. Borah 
tried hard to keep the Senate ih continu- 
ous session, so that his opponents should 
either have to talk forever or yield to a 
roll call. Mr. Gallinger late in the aft- 
ernoon made a motion to adjourn, but it 
was defeated 44 to 86. A few minutes 
later, however, Senator Nelson, who had 
waited all day to speak, made a plea for 
a night’s rest before beginning, and Sen- 
atorial courtesy caused the adoption of a 


motion for an executive session, which 
was soon adjourned. 

It is now likely that the measure will 
remain before the Senate for some time 
to come. To-morrow, after 2:30 o’clock, 
the session will be devoted to eulogies 
of dead members, and the same order 
will obtain on Monday. Mr. Beveridge 
nas given notice that on Tuesday he will 
try to force a vote on the Lorimer ques- 
tion, and that may run over until next 
day, 

Debate on popular elections began as 
soon as the Senate had concluded its rou- 
‘ine business to-day. Senator Rayner be- 
san it with opposition to the Sutherland 
imendment, which would give control 
ver Senatorial elections to Congress in- 
stead of the State Legislatures. This 
imendment is opposed by Southern Sen- 
ators because it might lead to Federal 
iction to Insure votes to negroes. Mr. 
Rayner contended that even without the 
Sutherland provision the Federal Govern- 
ment would have the right to protect 
voters against fraud or intimidation. He 
appealed to supporters of the original 
propositicn not to burden it with any 
amendment which would imperil the suc- 
cess of the resclution itself. 

‘‘ Why would it imperil the resolution?” 
asked Mr. Nelson. 

‘* Because,’ said Mr. Rayner, “it would 
affect a large number of members on the 
Democratic side of the chamber who 
would vote against the proposition with 
the Sutherland amendment incorporated 
im i. 

“Why should they vote against it?’ 
asked Mr. Nelson, 

‘““T am not a mind reader and cannot 
undertake to say,’ Mr. Rayner replied. 
“If the Senator will visit this side he will 
find out. But I am sure that the amend- 
ment will weaken the resolution. We 
need a two-thirds vote to adopt the reso- 
lution and cannot afford to take 
chances.”’ 

Mr. Rayner warned the Senate against 
any interference with the franchise regu- 
lations of the Southern States, which in- 
race in 
South. For the protection of its own 
membership the Senate could not afford 
a change, he urged. 

“It ts for your own welfare and for the 
welfare of the Union,” he said, ‘‘ that the 
South should maintain her institutions 
from the invader’s touch, and that you 
should keep your hands off the pillars of 
the temple.’’ 

Senator Carter said that if the color line 
had been brought into the debate, it had 
been done by the Senators who sought 
to change the Constitution. He would 
not concede that without a provision like 
the Sutherland amendment the Constitu- 
tion would protect men in the exercise 
of the franchise. While there might not 
now be any disposition to interfere In the 
perplexing difficulties which confronted 
the people of the South, still there was no 
desire forever to deprive the negro of the 
protection of the general Government. 

Mr. Rayner, speaking with much ve- 
hemence, declared that Mr. Carter was 
‘bitterly opposed to the election of Sen- 
ators by the people.’’ Mr. Carter objected 
to the statement, and Mr. Rayner substi- 
tuted ‘‘ cheerfully’ for ‘ bitterly.’’ Mr. 
Carter still objected, and My. Rayner 
asked what his attitude was. He then 
admitted that it was his intention to vote 
for direct elections because his Legisla- 
ture had instructed him to do so, but 
otherwise he would be against the plan. 

Mr. Heyburn spoke at length in opposi- 
tion to the entire effort to amend the 
Constitution. Referring to a resolution 
of his own State Legislature instructing 
him to vote for the proposition,: he de- 
clared that he could not comply with the 
instructions. 

‘* A man who is afraid of his Legislature 
or whose vote is affected by what his 
Legislature may do is not fit to be here,’’ 
he said. 


ROOT WANTS COMBINATIONS. 


Our Industrial Efficiency Hurt by the 
Present Law, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Senator Elihu 
Root of New York lauded the principle 
of organization in business In an address 
to-day at the closing session of the Pan- 
American Commercial, Conference. . 

“Tt is necessary to break up organizations 
when they are monopolizing ths means 
of subsistence,”’ he said, ‘‘ but there is 
one way to counteract this influence, and 
that is by substituting organizations on a 
sound basis, not violating any law but se- 
curing the concerted action of great num- 


bers of Americans who have a common 
purpose, 

“The great principle of organization 
which is revolutionizing the business of the 
world applies in thesubjectof the extension 
of trade. A tages to a considerable ex- 
tent requires combination of her manu- 
facturers, producers, and’ commercial con- 
cerns; Japan also practically does this. 
But in the United States it cannot be done 
under Government leadership, because the 
people do not conceive it to be the Gov- 
ernment’s function. It seems to be rather 
that the Government: {s largely taken up 
with breaking up organizations, and that 
reduces the industrial efficiency of the 
country.” 

Senator Root, while Secretary of State 
made a tour through Latin America, an 
he aroused enthusiasm by his concluding 
remark that difference in the language 
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or customs of a people did not involve in- 
feriority, and that nowhere on earth were 
there ‘‘a more noble and admirable people 
among men than in Latin America.’ He 
added that only when the people of the 
United States realized this and entered 
into real friendship with these countries 
would they reach a basis where American 
trade could be advanced. 


UNITE FOR SHIP SUBSIDY. 


Hobson Compromise Bill Provides for 
Auxiliaries for the Navy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The House 
Committee on Merchant Marine to-day 
voted to report favorably the Hobson 
Merchant Marine bill. It received the 
Support of eleven Republicans and Demo- 
crats and of the three votes recorded 
against it, two were cast because of slight 
objections that may be removed. 

The bill is intended to harmonize all 
ship subsidy interests on a measure that 
is not strictly a subsidy proposition. Its 
primary aim is to draw into the Ameri- 
can marine vessels that in time of war 
will be available for scout.cruisers and 
colliers. Mr. Hobson was congratulated on 
all sides to-day on the effective compro- 


mise he had evolved, and was assured 
that he would have the support of leading 
Republicans and Democrats in an effort 
to pass the bill during suspension days at 
the end of the session. If they should 
succeed it will be the first time the House 
has passed such a bill, and. made it pos- 
Sible for the Senate to concur. 

Two classes of ships are provided for in 
the bill, those available for auxiliaries and 
scouts and those available for transports 
and colliers. All ships must be built in 
this country, must have a speed of two 
knots greater than the best battleships of 
the Navy..All officers must be Americans 
and officers and crews must receive in- 
structions from navy officers two weeks 
every year. Contracts with the Govern- 
ment ere to be for the term of five years 
and for the first class shall not extend for 
lenger than ten years and for those of the 
second not longer than fifteen years. 

Vessels of the first class during the first 
five years may get twelve per cent. yearly 
of their original contract cost, and during 
the second five years eight per cent. 
Vessels of the second class during the first 
five years may get five per cent. of the 
origiral cost, running down in the third 
five years to two per cent. The total 
amount;paid out is not to exceed $2,000,000 
a@ year. 

A reduction of iJuty of five per cent. of 
all the customs duties is to be allowed on 
merchandise imported in vessels ‘whose 
shareholders are all citizens of the 
United States, while a duty of two per 
cent. ad valcrem is to be put on all mer- 
chandise n@w on the free list when 
brought in by foreign ships. Owners of 
registered vessels are to be exem pted from 
the tax of four dollars for every immi- 
grant brought in.

The committee alleges that while pass- 
Inge sentence Justice Wright made the 
following statement: : 

“From the viewpoint of the white 
women of the National capital, it is not 
to be tolerated that a colored man should 
dare to put his hand on one of them, 
and a man of your color who lays hands 
on a white woman will not be tolerated 
if I can help it.’’ 

The petition was referred to the House 
Judiciary Committee. it is not Mr. Ben- 
net’s intention to push the matter per- 
sonally, by resolution or otherwise.

Among the passengers who arrived yes- 
terday on the Mauretania was Charles 
Romer Williams, an art dealer, who’ 
brought to this country two old’ masters 
which he values at $440,900. One of them 
is said to be a Velasquez.

As works of art paint- 
ed yeurs ago are duty free under the new 
tariff law, it was only necessary for an 
examination to be made to fix the date 
of painting. The paintings were sent to 
the Appraiser’s Stores for the examina- 


tion. 

Mr. Williams arrived here last on the 
steamship Majestic on Dec. 9, 1909. He 
then brought a Rembrandt, which he val- 
ued at $75,000. Rumor at that time said 
the canvas had been purchased by J. P. 
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Most Persuading.

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GIRL SUICIDE IN LAW OFFICE. 


Stenographer Takes Poison—Had Wor- 
ried Over Neighbor’s Suspicion. 














Seventeen-year-old Ruth Leubuscher, a 
stenographer employed in the office of 
Samuel Goldstein, a lawyer of 910 Brook 
Avenue, the Bronx, was found dead in an 
anteroom of the office by the lawyer and 
his clerk, Joseph Fornabino, when they 
returned from luncheon yesterday after- 
noon. * In the waste basket beside her 
typewriter lay an empty bottle that had 
contained carbolic acid and lysol. 

The lawyer notified the police of the 
Morrisania. Station, and soon Detective 
Lieutenants Wines and Oswald, Coroner 
Shongut, and an ambulance surgeon from 
the Lebanon Hospital reached the office. 
The girl apparently had been dead- about 
an hour. Her lips and mouth were badl 
burned by the acid she had swallowed. 
The police reported the case as a.suicide, 
but were unable to discover the motive. 

At the girl’s home, on the fifth floor of 
856 Caidwell Avenue, where she lived with 
her father, Paul Leubuscher; her mother 
and an older sister, all said they coul 
think of no worry that could have driven 
the girl to seek death. 

Her sister did recall that on Wednes- 
day one of the women in the neighbor- 
hood had awakened them late at night to 
«sk whether Ruth knew the whereabouts 
of her own daughter, who iad * QR, 
chum of the Leubuscher girl, and who 
had rot returned home. Tho woman 
seemed to doubt Ruth’s denial that she 
knew where the girl was, and this wor- 
ried her. The next day she met the 
neighbor’s daughter on the street, learned 
that she had merely been trying to fright- 
en her parents in order to escape pun- 
ishment for losing her week’s wages on 
the preceding day, and led her home in 
triumph. But she continued, the sister 
said, to grieve about the suspicion that 
had been cast upon her.

Mann by Filibuster Prevents Com- 
bination Majority from Passing 
$2,000,000 Measure. 

















MONEY BILLS ARE HELD UP 





Fight May Be Renewed To-day, Al- 
though Mann Asserts That the 
Demoocrate Fell Into a Trap.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—With only 
thirteen legislative days left for this ses- 
Sion of Congress, the House to-day got 
into one of the worst tangles in its his- 
tory, and the whole day and well! into the 
night was busily engaged in trying to 
untangle itself so that it might get at 
five important appropriation bills and 
other measures. 

It was a case where a combination of 
Democrats and Republicans whose con- 
stituents were interested in claims 
amounting to more than $2,000,000 had set 
out to put through a bill to pay them, 
and was met by a determined filibuster 
by Republicans, whose object was to leave 
to a Democratic House this burden of ex- 
penditure, which will chiefly go to the 
South. 

Mr. Mann of Illinois led the filibusters, 
and finally forced the weary members to 
seek rest without reaching a vote on the 
Claims bill. It was on motion of Mr. Un- 
cerwood, the Democratic floor leader of 
the next Congress, that a revess was 
taken at 9:25 o’clock until 11 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. Leaders of the combi- 
nation say that the effect of this action 
will he to keep the Claims bill before the 
liovuse, because when it convenes t0o-mor- 
row it will be sitting in the same legis- 
lative day and must beyin business where 
it jeft off. Mr. Maun asserts, however, 
that he has killed tne bill because the re- 
was taken to the regular hour of 
meeting of the House, which amounts to 
an adjournment; so that to-morrow the 
speaker will take up the work of a new 
day's session and it will not be in order to 
eall up the Claims bill. 

Majority Could Not Act. 

It often has been asserted by Speaker 
Cannon and others that a majority of the 
House could do what it pleased, but to- 
day's events proved that with the aid of 
the Speaker a minority might stop” busi- 
ness, At times the masority in favor of 
the bill was as high as 140, but Mr. Mann, 
sometimes with only five members voting 
with him, held it powerless. _ 

Mixed with the determination of House 
leaders to prevent the $2,000,000 involved 
from going into the record of expenditures 
of the present Congress was a conflict 
between committees. An omnibus bili, 
en:bracing tne French spoliation claims, 
jeassed the Senate early in the session, 
and in the House was referred to the 
(““ommittee on Claims, which has since re- 
ported it. The war claims under the rules 
should have gone to the Committee on 
War Claims, and that body framed its 
own bill. Democrats and Republicans 
since have formed a combination to get 
through one of the measures.

by vote, and when the time came there 
was a scramble for precedence.

DIX STARYS A FIGHT 
ON POWER MONOPOLY 


Appeals to Congress to Delay Vote 
on Two Such Bills Until 
Legislature Can Act. 








FEDERAL RIGHTS QUESTIONED 


A. 





State Alone Should Regulate Use of 
Erie Canal’s Surplus Water, He 
Says In Message. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 17.—The fight against 
water-power interests on the Niagara 
River, which was a feature of last Fall's 
campaign in Representative D. 8. Alex- 
ander’s district, was renewed to-day when 
Gov. Dix, in a special message, urged the 
Legislature to petition Congress to amend 
the Alexander Power bill. The attack in 
the campaign on what he termed the 
power monopoly was said to be one of 
the reasons which enabled Charles B. 
Smith of Buffalo to defeat Mr. Alex- 
ander. Through Senator Burd of Buf- 
falo Mr. Smith brought the matter to 
the attention of the authorities at Al- 
bany soon after the Legislature con- 
vened. 

In his message the Governor transmitted 
copies of letters which he sent to Wash- 
ington, asking that action on the Alex- 
ander bill and a similar measure, the 
Oliver bill, affecting the Long Sault De- 
velopment Company on the St. Lawrence, 
be delayed until the desires of the State 


are made known through action of the 
Legislaturg. 

As soon As the Governor's message was 
received Senator Burd introduced in the 
Senate a concurrent resolution urging the 
New York Congressmen to work for an 
amendment to-the Alexander bill, which 
will prevent a monopoly of water power 
and restrict the Federal grant of power 
privileges. The resolution under the rule 
went over until next week. 

Senator Burd said to-day that the Alex- 
ander bill in its present form is in the 
interest of the Niagara Falls Power Com- 
pany and the Hydraulic Power Company, 
which are now developing power under 
Federal grants. The State really is the 
sole owner of this power right, as the 
water is taken below navigation. 

“The request contained in my resolu- 
tion,’’ he said, ‘“‘is that the New York 
Congressmen shall insist upon amend- 
ments to the Alexander bill, which will 
prevent a monopoly of power interests on 
ihe Niagara River, and that the grants 
be limited as to time, and that the cor- 
porations receiving grants shall compen- 
sate the people for them.”’ 

The Long Sault Development Company 
bill was passed by the Legislature after a 
long delay and after its introducer. had 
accepted an amendment required by Gov. 
Hughes providing for a rate of compen- 
sation to be received by the State in re- 
turn for charter rights. 

Gov. Dix’s special message follows: 


The Governor’s Message. 


To the Legislature: 

Citizens of this State have called my 
attention to two bills now pending in 
Congress, one, known as the Alexander 
bill, relating to the use of hydraulic 
power of the Niagara River, and the 
other, known as the Oliver bill, confirm- 
ing a grant described in the act of the 
Legislature of May 27, 1907, for hydraulic 
development in the St. Lawrence River 
by the Long Sault Development Company. 

An examination of these bills and con- 
sideration of the grave importance to the 
State of New York of the questions in- 
volved, have led me to write to the ap- 
propriate committees of Congress letters 
of which copies follow. The safeguarding 
of the interests of this State in the con- 
servation of its natural resources and 
navigation is so important that I recom- 
mend that both these bills receive your 
careful consideration, and that vour con- 
clusions be communicated through the 
Senators and Representatives from this 
State to the National Congress. In view 
of the nearness of the final adjournment 
of Congress, prompt action is desirable in 
making known your views on these bills.

Control of Erte Canal Surplas.

Dear Sir: The bill known as the Alex- 
ander Power bill, relating to the use of 
the hydraulic ed trad of the Niagara River, 
now pending before your committee, in- 
volves interest of very great importance 
to the State of New York. The act which 
the bill would amend, usually known 4s 
the Burton act, permitted grants io be 
made by the Secretary of War to indi- 
viduals, companies, or corporations for 
diversion of water for the creation of 
power which then were, in 1906, actually 
using such water for that purpose. 

The western level of the Erie Canal be- 
ing fed from the waters of Lake Erie, a 
certain quantity of its flow on reaching 
the eastern end of that level becomes 
surplus and available for hydraulic pur- 
uoses. Any use of that surplus should 
be in conjunction with continuous and un- 
hampered supervision on the part of the 
State, in order to preserve the navigation 
interests of that canal. In 1906 there were 
several users of river water at the City 
of Niagara Falls, who were independent 
of each other in interest. and there were 
several users at Lockport eof surplus 
canal waters which had their source in 
Lake Erie, and who used under the terms 
of a permit previously granted by the 
State. That permit, originally made in 
1826, was revoked by the Superintendent 
of Public Works of the State, and any 
other disposition of that surplus to arise 
on completion of the canal improvement 
now fn progress is being-held in abeyance 
until after legislation shall be enacted by 
the State with reference thereto. 

Under the Alexander bill, if a consolida- 
tion of interest between the present users 
at Niagara Falls already has, or shall 
hereafter occur, the whole of the 20,000 
cubic feet per second authorized by the 
treaty of May 13, 1910, with Great Britain, 
could be granted to a single user or to a 
combination of users. Since electric cur- 
rent has become the most valuable prod- 
uct of hyfraulic power, Niagara power 
will no doubt continue to be used as it 
now is for the development of that cur- 
rent, and my results may be an- 
ticipated to fullow from any unregulated 
monopoly thereover. 


Questions Federal Power. 


The Burton act treated.the use of Erle 
Canal surplus, arising on the canal levels 
fed by Lake Erle, for power purposes, as 
coming within the right of the Federal 
Government to license. The Alexander 


bill now proposes to reassert that juris- 
diction in the Federal Government. That 
claim on the part of the Federal Govern- 
ment is unsound as well as unjust to the 
State of New York. The Erie Canal lies 
wholly within this State, and was built 
at the sole expense of New York, with 
the acquiescence of the Federal Congress 
at the time, and it has since been main- 
tained at vast expense to this State, but 
with great benefit to the country at large. 
Assuming but not conceding that Congress 
as against the State could now justly in- 
terfere and place a limit upon the amount 
of water from the Niagara River to feed 
the Erie Canal, nevertheless; such water 
having once entered the canal, passes 
into an artificial channel wholly within 
— State and within its natural jurisdic- 

on. ‘ 

In my opinion, the Alexander bill should 
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be so amended as to prevent a monopo!

Dear Sir: My attention has been called 
to Senate Bill No. 10,558, introduced by 
Senator Oliver of Pennsylvania, whica 
carries Congressional approval of hydran- 
lic development in the St. Lawrence River 
by the Long Sault Development Com- 
pany, chartered on May 27, 1907, by the 
Legislature of New York. 

In my’ opinion, the pending bill fails to 
cover properly the interests of navigation. 
While a survey of that part of the chan- 
nel to be affected is provided for in the 
bill, the survey should, in my opinion, be 
made prior to final action by Congress. 
Official approval by the Secretary of 
War, and if possible by the Dominion or 
other necessary authoriéies, of any speci- 
fic plans for constructton work should be 
secured before instead of after ..nal ac- 
tion by Congress, and I would suggest 
that procedure in place of the course pro- 
posed by the bill.

the State Highway Commission to meet 
some of the objections which have been 
raised by various non-political orgahiza- 
tions throughout the State. 

When the Governor opened the subject 
of highway improvement he declared that 
the engineering feature of the work 
should be done by the State Engineer, 
and he advocated a bill which would. place 
the responsibility for plans and specifi- 
cations upon the State Engineer.

C. Pulliam, who went abroad a short 
time ago with $10,0UU0, returned yesterday 
on the Hamburg-American liner President 
Lincoln peeling potatoes.

When I 
was in Hamburg I went into a place. A 
very poor portrait of the Kaiser hung on 
the wall. I looked at it some time, and 
then, in doubt, I turned to a German. 

*“*Is that the-Kaiser?’ I asked. 

**1t is,’ he replied, very short. 

“When I went outside the man was 
standing there. He came up to me. 

““* That was my Kaiser,’ he said to me. 
‘What did you mean to insinuate, you 
American swine?’ 

“In a minute we were in a fight. I 
got the best of it and managed to get 
away. 

‘**I did not go to Monte Carlo. T found 
in Italy, however, that tourists were los- 
ing much money playing American games 
—dice and poker. Though the men in 
charge of the bank are Italians, the 
Americans never seem to get ahead of 
their own game.’’ 

When Pulliam got near 
swapping his $10,000 for experience he 
determined to come home, but before he 


could put his determination inta practice 
his money was gone. He did not»want to

FEARED THE BLACK HAND 





He’s a Citizen, and So Will Not Be 
Deported—Held on Ship Awaiting 
a Decision on Jurisdiction.

With a delusion that he was pursucd 
by the Black Hand, Natalie Di Tem- 
pore, an American citizen and a cabin 
passenger on the liner America, which 
got in yesterday from Italian ports, be- 
came violent during the voyage and shot 
two of his fellow passengers. This 
happened when the vessel was two days 
out of Genoa, and when the America got 
here the man was in irons. 

The New York police refuse to arrest 
him as the shooting occurred at sea, and 
the immigration officials cannot deport 
him as he is a citizen. While awaiting a 
decision on the question of jurisdiction, 
Tempore is held on the ship. 

Tempore, who is a musician, came on 
board just before the vessel sailed from 
Naples, on Feb. 5. He described himself 
as a former resident of New York and 
said that he had gone abroad about a year 
ago to visit his mother. He is about 35 
years old and said he formerly lived at 
385 Broome Street. 

The America carried 181 cabin passen- 
gers and the man did not attract atten- 
tion during the first hours of the voyage. 
Then it was noticed that he walked apart 
on the decks. He appeared to be always 
on the lookout for some one. 

On the second day out, Tempore ap- 
peared on deck, carrying a revolver in a 
side pocket of his coat. He stopped 
Giuseppi Palmieri of 68 Montrose Avenue, 
Brooklyn, and pointing his revolver at 
him said: 

‘Do you know anything of those men 
following me?’”’ 

The startled passenger succeeded in 
quieting Tempore and then hastened away 
to notify the officers. About this time 


the cabin passengers began to gather in 
Tempore entered

suddenly he arose*and pulled the revolver

fired, ang then, wrenching himseif free, 
ran from the room. 

Two of his shots took effect; the third, 
fired as the men tugged at his arm, was 
buried in the floor. Antonio Commistare 
stopped the first bullet, which buried it- 
self in his left thigh. e is a mercenant 
of Messina on his way to visit relatives 
in San Francisco. 

The second shot struck Enrico Bianchi, 
8 years old, in the left leg. Ihe boy was 
standing near his father, Dominico, and 
the latter, as his son fell, hurled himself 
across the table to get at the man with 
the revolver. 

Capt. Francisco Scarfino and his offi- 
cers reached the saloon about the same 
time as Tempore gained the deck. ‘The 
man dodged around a deck houss and was 
gone.

Board of Education at a meeting on 
Thursday night. 

At this meeting a committee of women 
teachers, headed by Miss Grace Strachan, 
President of the Interborough Association 
of Women Teachers, were heard on the 
equal pay proposal. The teachers could 
hardly restrain their delight when at one 
stage of the proceedings Chairman Abra- 
ham Stern, one of the leaders of the 


Board of Education, sougnt to make it 
plain that in his judgment only the addi- 
tional’ cost of equal pay now blocked the 
way of the innovation. 

While it was made plain that the sev- 

eral agreements reached by Mr. Stern 
and Miss Strachan were as between indi- 
viduals, no one seemed to think that 
either the Board of Education or the In- 
terborough Assotiation would fall to rati- 
fy such agreements. Chairman Stern got 
Miss Strachan to assent to the 
that the women accept equalization even 
if a salary were fixed for teachers to be 
appointed in the future which is less 
than the salary now received by the men 
teachers. There was much discussion over 
this before the women yielded, but final- 
ly they did. 
The second agreement was that teach- 
ers should remain at the initial gg 
during probation, that is, three years. It 
was also agreed that the maximum sal- 
ary be reached tn the twelfth year, but 
not the amount, though Miss Strachan 
suggested $1,740. Assent was also given 
by the women that the salary in the sixth 
year might be continued untli the ninth, 
and from then on increased to the maxi- 
mum.

WIFE CAN’T RECOVER'STOCKS. 


Which She Gave Husband to Specu- 
late with and Which Brokers Sold. 


A wife who allows her husband to use 
securities owned by her as collateral for 
a speculative account has no cause of 
action against brokers who gell the se- 
curities to balance losses, according to 
the decision of the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court, handed down yes- 
terday, dismissing the complaint of Anna 
E. Moore of Yonkers against J. W. Davis 
& Co. Davis & Co., in 1907, handled 
a speculative account for her husband, 
H. M. Moore. The panic of 1907 wiped 
out almost all of the fortune Mrs. Moore 
inherited from her father, Dr. Edwin 
Webb of Hempstead. The circumstances 
under vrhich Mrs. Moore turned over her 
stocks as collateral are thus told in the 
decision:

“Doc” Akin Pictures His Up- 
State Campaign for the Benefit 
of Insurgents Here. 








GOT CLOSE TO THE PEOPLE 





And Told the Truth About Uncle Joe 
and the “ Dead Ducks” in Wash- 
ington—A Glove Secret Out. 





Congressman-elect Theron Akin of 
Twenty-fifth New York District, includ- 
ing the viilage of Akin, for the incorpora- 
tion of which he is directly responsible 
and of which he is President, Justice of 
the Peace, and Chief of Police ex-officio, 
made his first public address in this city 
last night at the dinner of the Progressive 
Republican Club of the Eighteenth Dis- 
trict at Reisenweber’s. 

‘“‘I suppose you have all been curious to 
know how I look,” said ‘“‘ Doc”? Akin—as 
everybody in Fulton and Hamilton Coun- 
ties calls him—stepping to the centre of 
the room with his hands clasped behind 
his back and smiling at his hosts. ‘‘ Well, 


they call me ‘that galoot’ up there, and | 


I just thought I would drop down and try 
and dispel that impression by telling you 
what I stand for and what I hope to do.” 

Congressman Akin is the only Republic- 
an insurgent elected to the lower house 
from this State. He was elected last Fall, 
running independently. His campaign was 
unique. 

“IT got close to the pbople and told 
them the truth,’’ was the way he ex- 
plained his success last nizgnt. ‘* This was 
my platform: I told them Joe Cannon 
might rot down there nefore I'd vote for 
him; that I was opposed to the methods 
tuat produced the high cost of living; 
that I believed in direct primaries; 
that I couldn't be bought, sold, or intimi- 
dated; and that I would give them a fair 
deal. 

‘* They'd all known me for a good many 
years, and they’d known my father be- 
fore me. We'd never lied to them any. 
I'd been pretty just in my decisions to 
the men who worked, and didn’t work, 
and they all voted for me. I was pretty 
severe sometimes, too; in one of my dis- 
putes I hit a fellow over the head with a 
rubber pipe, but he was at the polls and 
voted for me. He said 
could depend on me to win out some way; 
that I had plenty of determination in my 
make-up.’’ 

Congressman Akin came all the way 
from the village that bears his name, 
near Gloversville, to make the speech. He 
didn't wear evening dress because, he 
said, he didn’t consider that necessary. 
When the last course of the dinner 
been cleared away and Congressman Ir- 
vine L. Lenroot of Wisconsin was called 
upon as the first speaker, Congressman 
Akin withdrew to a corner, tipperd 
chair back against the wall, and crossed 
bis legs.

Congressman Lenroot spoke about the 
National Progressive Republican League 
recently organized at Washington, which, 
he said, hoped to re-establish government 
by, for, and of the people. 

‘‘In the Congress of the United States 
and in most of the State Legislatures, if 
legislation favoring the people is given at 
all, it is given most grudgingly by men 
who guard the special interests,” he de- 
clared. ‘‘ There is a fight against these 
representatives of special interests for 
nearly every line of legislation for the 
benefit of the public.”’ 

He bitterly attacked the speech made 
last week by Senator Elihu Root oppos- 
ing the election of United States Senators 
by direct vote. Speaking of Senator 
Root’s suggestion that United States Sen- 
ators be chosen by a plurality vote In- 
stead of a majority vote of the Legisiat- 
ure he said: 

“To that Tammany Hall would say 
‘Amen’ if it knows anything about that 
word. If it required but a plurality vote 
Sheehan would be the Senator from New 
York State to-day, and does Senator Root 
believe that William F. Sheehan is such 
a man as the people should have as Sen- 
ater if tte Senator has to be a Demo- 
crat? Senator Root says that the Senate 
would cease to be a deliberative body. It 
will never cease to be a deliberative body, 
but it would cease to be a deliverable 
body.’’ 

He wanted to give warning that the cor- 
porations were already planning to con- 
trol both great parties at the next Na- 
tional conventions, and bring about the 
nomination of pliable men for the high 
offices. Col. Roosevelt was one of those 
who was in sympathy with the Progres- 
sive League. At the mention of Col. 
Roosevelt's name the diners broke into 
applause, which lasted for more than a 
minute, died down, and then broke out 
again. 

‘‘T had supposed that opinion was di- 
vided,” said the Congressman, “‘but 2 
see that such is not the case. I believe 
'that Theodore Roosevelt is one of the 
‘greatest powers for good that the country 
has ever known.’’

GOY. DIX PRAISES 
CHANCELLOR DAY 


Tells Syracuse University Diners 
That, in Trouble, He Would 
Turn to Him for Advice. 








IS PRAISED IN HIS TURN 





Chancellor Discusses Muckraking and 
Declares Against Government 
by Commission. 





Gov. Dix and Chancellor James R. Day 
told 200 alumni of Syracuse University 
and a large number of alumnae, who had 
gathered last night at the Hotel Bre- 
voort for their annual dinner and reunion, 
that the day of government by the muck- 
raker and by all other means except the 
country’s written Constitution had hap- 
pily passed. 

Gov. Dix spoke before the dinner, as he 
had to hurry away to meet another en- 
sagement. He warmly praised the work 
of Chancellor Day at Syracuse, saying at 
the outset that when “light was created 
it was called Day, and it meant educa- 
tion.”” Then turning his attention to the 
young men the university is sending out 
into the world, he said: 

ee the business of young men to 
study the administration of Government 
in order that they may live up to the 
Constitution of their country. If we don’t 
intend to live up to it it should be abol- 
ished. Liberty means that men must be 
guided by principle. If so, we must be 
taught what principle is. 

“You,” he continued, addressing himn- 
self directly to the graduates and und¢r- 
graduates of Syracuse present, ‘‘ are un- 
der a man who knows the principles of 
liberty, a man who hasrconvictions ana 
who is not afraid to speak thein out. 

" Recently. we have departed from the 
principles of the Constitution, and it has 
been my purpose to come back to them. 
I find that I have been criticised for be- 
lieving in some of those principles, but I 
am sure you will support me. I am going 
to do my best to give the State a business 
administration, and I ask your hearty co- 
operation. If I get into trouble I am go- 
ing to Chancellor Day for advice.’ 

The Governor then expressed himself 
regarding some of the things which he 
thought Syracuse University should do 
in the future. ; 

“Two years ago, when I 
address at the university I 
think, that the university 
take to give a practical illustration of 
growing trees for commercial purposes. 
Instead of going to Germany for seeds, as 
we have to do now for replenishing the 
forests of this State, we ought to raise 
them right here. 

“There is no reason in the world whvy 

instruction in tree culture cannot be given 
right on the grounds of the university. 
We are destroying every dav and every 
| Year far more trees than are being plant- 
ed. For the recent holidays twice as many 
trees were taken from the soil as were 
planted in the year, notwithstanding that 
;} we bought from Germany all that that 
country had to sell. It should be the pur- 
| pose of the State to plant as many trees 
(as are taken out of the soil. Switzerland 
i'makes a substantial revenue from trees, 
{but we must remember that tree plant- 
jing in that country has been going on 
i'more than 400 vears.”’ 
After Gov. Dix’s departure 
| Day said that the university was to have 
just such a forestry department as the 
Governor had expressed a desire that it 
should have. The early steps in this di- 
rection had already been tak@n. 

‘*It seems to me,” he continued, “ that 
the time has come to the Empire State 
when great things are to be suppressed 
no more. Muckraking has at last gone 
lout of business We have no further 
i: for it, and we don’t propase to have our 
country defamed any more. I traveled 
around the world two vears ago when the 
muckraker was in control and dominton 
} over our country—"’ 

Here the Chancellor was interrupted by 
a burst of applause, and those who re- 
membered the passage of arms between 
him and Col. Roosevelt. then Presidert., 
iwere almost sure the Chancellor had the

‘and mischievous almost bevond expres- 
sion. T am glad we have a Governor who 
will try to get back to first principles. If 
we have a commission it must find fault 
to justify its existence. I know I am 
right in this matter, and I 
Governor thinks as I do. 

‘Our country is big enough without 
'Canada and without Mexico: it is 
‘enough with the Atlantic on the east and 
the Pacific on the west and the blue 
skies above it, with perhaps a little belt 
of reciprocity.” 

The Rev. Arthur Copeland read an orig- 
inal poem in which he predicted that Gov. 
Dix would land in the White House, but 
cautioned against having ** Charlie ’ 
(Murphy) calling on him too often, for ap- 
nearances sake, if for no other reason.

TALK ON HIS GAS JET 


Supt. Merritt of the Subway 
Tells Fellow-Railroadmen of 
His Simple Apparatus. 








CAUGHT AN ARNOLD MESSAGE 





How Wireless Is Being Used on Union 
Pacific Trains Described—Also Some 


Disastrous Investments in Stock. 





Three hundred railroad and traction of- 
ficials of this city listened to a spirited 
discussion of the uses and abuses of wire- 
less telegraphy and telephony last night 
in the rooms of the New York Railroad 
Club in West Thirty-ninth Street. 

They heard Dr. Frederick H. Millener 
describe how he had installed wireless 
telephones on trains of the Union Pacific 
Railroad with such success that stalled 
trains could communicate with receiving 
stations thirty-five miles away. 

Then President John Firth of the Wire- 
less Specialty Apparatus Company of this 
city, who has had a checkered career AS 
a ‘‘wireless’’ investor, told them that 
‘““wireless telegraphy to-day is in the 
hands of a lot of unscrupulous promot- 
ers,’’ and advised them not to invest their 
money in it. After that they heard about 
some experiments in wireless which 
seemed to interest them even more than 
the other talk. Supt. A. L. Merritt of the 
Subway described a $14 wireless appa- 
ratus which he has rigged to the bedreom 
gas jet in his uptown apartment, and on 
which he said he had been catching 
ocecn-watted messages, including the 
wireless alarm for the missing Dorothy 
Arnold. 

The railroad men would never have 
heard anything about Supt. Merritt's $14 
bedroom wireless apparatus if it had not 
been for Frank Hedley, General Manager 
of the Subway.. Mr. Hedley presided at 
the meeting, and when it had just listened 
to a very solemn description of the un- 
reliability of coherers and the voltage of 
single phase generators Mr. Hedley, sight- 
ing his Subway associate in the audience 
and wishing apparently to lighten things 
up bit, said he had never understood 
wireless at all until Mr. Merritt earlier 
yesterday had explained his bedroom wire- 
less plant to him. Then he wanted Mr. 
Merritt to tell all about it. 

“The chief feature about my bedroom 
wireless plant is its simplicity,”’ said Supt. 
Merritt. ‘“‘I have no wires on the roof 
and mo battery. I just uve a condenser 
and a detector—the latter being the ma- 
chine which generates the proper current, 
I have two 16) ohm 
when I want to catch messages, I fit on 
my ears. All the wiring I have a set 
of wires which run between my kitchen 
plumbing and my bedroom gas jet. 

‘‘Tt takes only five minutes icr me to 
regulate my detector as to, get the 
proper air current, and hear what the 
New York operator at the Battery is say- 
ing to the Dreamland operator. It is the

This statement caused the railroad men 
to burst into shouts of: ‘‘ Where is she? 

Merritt mere- 
lv shook his head. 

“Tt was a very simple message,”’ he 
said. ‘‘not at all important, and I’m not 
going to say anything more about it. 
My gas jet wireless also told me that 
same evening what the Senatorial vote 
was, and that King Nicholas of Mon- 
was seriously ill. I also heard 
a lot about the decline of stocks, which 
wasn't meant for me. I aiso heard that 
Pope Pius was ill, but the operator. made 
a mistake and called him the Ninth in- 
stead of the Tenth.” 

Dr. Milliner was the principal speaker. 
He told the railroad folk about the experi- 
ments which he had been making with 
wireless on Union Pacific Railroad trains 
for the last four vears, and showed them, 
by means of pictures, how the wireless 
plants on the trains worked. 

‘‘The wireless apparatus is installed on 
top of the baggage car,’’ said Dr. Mil- 
liner. ‘‘In one experiment we rigged 
it on four short upright posts. The in- 
duction coil and the rest of the apparatus 
is verv much like the portable wireless 
apparatus now used by the Signal Corps of 
the United States Army. The operator in 
the cab has no difficulty in regulating it. 
He can put a telephone receiver to his ear 
and lfear a message from signal towers 
at a great distance. He can communicate 
witn the signal tower in the same way. 
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The portable wireless telephone apparatus 
is fitted right over his ears. 

In our experiments we have carried on 
communications between trains and sig- 
Nal towers all the way from 500 feet to 
ov Miles apart, even when the trains have 
been moving. The ether waves seem to 
tend naturally to take the direction of 
the track. Instead of wire antennae, a 
simple, steel-ribbed umbrella has some- 


times been used.’’ 

Dr. Millener said that wireless on 
trains, if successful, might ultimately re- 
place the block signal system, being much 
cheaper. He admitted that the Union 
Pacific, while still experimenting with 
the wireless system, had not equipped 
any number of its cars with wireless yet. 

Mr. Firth’s story of his “ fliers in wire- 
less was short but graphic. - 

Some Canadian business people wrote 
to me in '¥O1 to ask if I knew of any~one 
who could install a wireless plant for the 
Canadian Government,” he said. “‘I gota 
letter by chance from De Forest, subse- 
quently of wireless fame, the same day. 
I knew little about wireless then, though 
I have had experience eneough with it 
Since to last a lifetime. I arranged to in- 
troduce the Canadian people to De Forest. 
it was at the time of the International! 
Cup races, and De Forest took us down on 
his boat. We watched his machine spark 
and splutter vainly all day. I tried send- 
ing messages by it and failed. My Cana- 
dian friends gave it up in disgust. 

Some other frienas came to me later 
and wanted to buy stock in a wireless 
company. I told them not to invest 
more than $250 apiose in any wireless 
stock company in the present state of the 
science. Wireless has been called ‘ my 
baby,’ because I was one of the first 
men in this country to dabble in it. But 
I want to tell you now that it was a 
bad baby. The trouble with it in this 
country is that it is in the hands of a 
lot of promoters. 

Thousands of simple people have put 
their savings in it and have never got a 
cent out. Nevertheless, wireless is a won- 
derful science—the most wonderful science 
of the future. I readina paper the other 
day that a wireless message had been sent 
all the way across the Pacific, from San 
Francisco to Japan, with only one relay. 
Just think for a moment about that.”’

Capt. St. John Testifies That 64,000 
Pounds of Dynamite and 10,000 of 
Powder Were in Shipment Blown Up. 





There was something Hke 64,000 pounds 
of dynamite and 10,000 pounds of powder 
at the pier of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey at the time of the recent explo- 
ision. The figures were given at the in- 
quest last night before Coroner James M. 
| Houghton and Prosecutor Garven by 
‘Capt. Burr St. John, Superintendent of 
Transportation of the Du Pont de Ne- 
mours Powder Company. -He was in 
charge of the shipment. The 10,000 
pounds of powder, he said, were brought 
to the pier from down the bay by the 
lighter Katherine W., which was to take 
aboard the dynamite for shipment to 
South America. 

It was also developed that the Coroner’s

They are Capt. St. John, 
Manager Frederick Peters, and Ralph B. 
Morse, manager of the accounting depart. 
ment of the powder company. 

Capt. St. John testified that he was not 
at the pier, though im Communipaw at 
the time of the explosion. While in charge 
of the shipment at the pier he got his or- 
ders from the auditing department, and 
gave them to John Healing, owner of the 
lighter Katherine W, which, with the 
company’s tug Whistler, was loading the 
dynamite that day. The loading had been 
delayed and the dynamite kept on _ the 
piers, he admitted, from Jan. 21 to Feb. 
1, owing to a change in sailing orders of 
the vessel that was to take it to Monte- 
video. 

Capt. St. John testified that there were 
three cars of dynamite on the pier on the 
day of the explosion containing, respect- 
ively, 670 cases, 40 cases, and 733 cases of 
dynamite, each case weighing from 25 to

Trustees Plan Several New Build- 
ings to be Erected in the 
Next Five Years. 








EXHIBITS ARE GROWING FAST 








Old Halls Now Overcrowded—African 
Exhibit to be Extended—20;000 


Insect Specimens Catalogued. 





Plans for the construction of. several | 
new buildings for the American Museum 
of Naturai History are now under con- 
sideration by the trustees, and prelim- 
inary application has be@®n made to the 
city for an appropriation of $2,750,000, 
or $590,000 annually, for the next five 











years. This sum, the Trustees say, will 
be necessary to construct and equip the] 
new buildings, which include a west en- 
trance hall, a west transept, a rotunda 
building, an east transept, an east en- 
trance hall, and a southeast wing. 

The annual report of the Trustees ex- 
plains that the scrowth of the museum col- 
lections has been so much more rapid | 
than the growth of the buildings that the. 
museum finds itself with its great store-: 
rooms on the upper floor overcrowded and | 
with vast and interesting collections still) 
endisplayed. The growing need for addi-} 
tional exhibition space led several months! 
aso to the preparaticn of plans for a new 
western eltrarce hall facing Seventy- 
ninth Street. ™ 

It is preposed to use the first and sec- 
end floors of this new wing for the Duc 
€e Loubat collection and other reproduced 
and original archaeological remains from 
tiexico and Central America. 

The Trustees say that this new hall, 
fs being designed in keeping with its con-! 
tents, and an archaeologist has been sent | 
by the museum to the ruins of Mexico | 
and Yucatan to study and prepare details | 
tor mural and structural designs. 

Much time has been spent by the mu-'! 
Seum staff of late making preparations | 
for.the occupancy of the new hall of} 
molluscs. In this hall will soon be shown |! 
and elucidated the biology, evolution, and 
cistribution of these most variously con-|! 
citioned und contrasted animals. The 
Trustees call attention to the advantage!

iete Systematic series of all the species: 
n the present collection, which is com- 
posed of a large assortment of shells, | 
und in which, say the Trustees, none of | 
the numerous accessions made in the last} 
eight years has been incorporated. 

In the hall of local insects and insect | 
biology the work of getting the general 
collection into shape is making good prog-/} 
ress. About 20,000 specimens have al-/!

DICKENS'S SOLDIER SON 


THE grave of Dickens’s soldier son, 
Lieut. Walter Landor Dickens, has recent- 
ly been discovered in the military ceme- 
tery at Calcutta, where he was buried 
thirty-eight years ago, at the age of twen- 
ty-three. Hts younger brother, Mr, Henry 
Dickens, K. C., the lawyer, quotes a letter 
from their father, saying: “ Walter is a 
good boy, and always comes from school 
with honorable commendation.” Only one 
eccasion of his getting into any trouble is 
recorded, and his naughtiness at that time 
took the form of “throwing a chair in the 
direction ef his nurse.” He died en his 
way heme, on sick-leave, from a term of 
service in Calcutta during the Mutiny.

A CRUISE ON A PRACTICE SHIP 











“A Crvuism on the United States Prac- 
tice Ship 8. P. Chase” (Grafton Press, 
$1.25), by Dr. Walter Wyman, is not suf- 
ficiently out of the ordinary to have any 
special reason for being.

OUR LITERATURE IN EUROPE 








Last October we announced the early 
publication, in the Paris semi-monthly, 
Mercure de France, ef a series of papers 
on new American books.

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WHAT WILL THE LORDS DO? 

The House of Commons will take up 
on Tuesday the so-called veto bill, re- 
ducing the power of the House of Lords 
to a suspensive veto. Mr. ASQUITH has 
announced that promptly after the dis- 
position of this bit he will introduce @ 
hill for the creation of an Irish Parila- 
ment, with an Bxecutive responsible 
to it as to purely Irish matters, with 
complete reservation of imperial unity 
and authority as to imperial matters. 
The two parts of the Government policy 
will, of course, be taken in mind by the 
Lords in dealing with the veto bill. It 
is intensely interesting to inquire what 
will be the, course of the Peers. In the 
first place what precisely is the bill 
that will be sent up to them? It is 
based on the three propositions adopted 
by the House of Commons before the 
last elections. These are: 

First—The Peers shall have no power 
to amend or reject money bills; that is, 
bills which, tn the opinion of the Speak- 
er of the House of Commons, have to 
do only with finance, taxation, appro- 
priations, loans, &c. 

Second—If a bill other than a money 
bill is passed by the Commons three 
times in succession, and rejected by the 
Peers, it shall, provided that two years 
have passed between its introduction 
and the third rejection, become a law. 
In substance, this limits the power of 
the Peers to a veto that simply suspends 
the passage of a bill for two years. It 
applies, of course, to any amendments 
which the Commons may insist on re- 
jecting. To all

All that 
the Exchange may. properly ask of an 
engraver is what it seems to ask in the 
conditions set forth by Secretary Exr, 
but it ought to be made clear that those 
conditions are imposed fairly, impar- 
tially, and in good faith, not arbitrarily 
for the benefit of any particular firm or 
company. 
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ANTI-VACCINATIONIST SAVAGES. 

At last the Surgeon General of the 
Quarantine Service at Guatemala City, 
either by force or suasion, has overcome 
the superstition of the Indians suffi- 
clently to immunize them from small- 
pox. The Indian bearers of this disease 
were responsible for the late severe epi- 
demic in Guatemala. 

The authoritative report comes that 
smallpox has been stamped out in the 
Central American republic. We are 
glad the savage anti-vaccinationists 
have been won over.

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A curious little bill 
has been introduced 
into the Assembly 
by the Hon. J. J. 
HERRICK, to amend 
the general business law in relation to 
pawnbrokers. It provides that these pur- 
veyors of funds to the necessitous shall 
permit any holder of a pawn ticket, on 
payment of a fee of 25 cents, to inspect 
the article pawned or pledged before re- 
deeming it. Mr. Herricx informs us that 
his bill is tn response to numerous com- 
plaints from persons who have been vic- 
timized by purchasing pawn tickets, and, 
upon payment of the pledge plus the ac- 
crued interest, have found that the ar- 
ticle redeemed was worthless and that the 
pawnbroker himself refused to lend upon 
it the amount for which it was originally 
pawned. 

Of course, these pawn tickets are not 
genuine. No broker would actually lend 
upon the articles they represent more 
than they were worth. Probably there is 
a regular trade in the purchase of pawn

Fire College. be devoted to in- 
stalling technical libraries in the fire- 
houses, reminds us again that we have 
the first Fire College in the country and 
in the world. 

The firemen of this city are not merely 
valiant. Their courage is fortified and 
tempered by skill achieved through pains- 
taking study of the philosophy of fires. 
Before any one dreamed that there could 
be such a philosophy Chief BONNER, 
Father of the New York Fire Department 
and its American and European imitators, 
had worked out a system of fighting fires 
according to theories that inspired him 
to invent strange new pieces of apparatus, 
appliances with which everybody is now 
tolerably familiar. BoNN®R started years 
ago the school of firemen out of which 
the present Fire College, opened last 
month, developed. The methods of fight- 
ing fires and the discipline of the firemen 
have given birth to a terminology taught 
orally and by example to raw recruits 
before admission to the ranks of qualified 
fire fighters. We suppose Mrs. Saan's 
gift will be devoted mainly to the pur- 
chase of books not given to the discus- 
sion of fires. Firemen already qualified 
have to pass civil service examinations 
if they would be promoted, and for these 
they need the ordinary texts. But among 
the books in the circulating libraries of 
the firehouses should be copies of spevial 
treatiseg issued by the fire insurance un- 
derwriters and by authorities on fire- 
proof and fire-exposed architecture.

The causes, the phenomena, and the 
problems of divorce generally may De 
more profitably studied among the class 
that arrives at Ellis Island than in the 
Class that resorts to Reno. If divorce 
is the luxury of the rich, it is the uni- 
versal affliction of the poor. Almost two. 
fifths of the permanent separations 
granted in this country are occasioned by 
the desertion of wives among the poor 
by their husbands. No reform of the 4ail- 
vorce laws, whether by making them more 
rigid or by making them more unt{form 
among the States, can remedy this evil. 
In fact, it may be said that legal enact- 
ments have never been very successful 
in matters affecting family relations. 
Divorce among the poor is a symptom 
of conditions of poverty, crime, and iis- 
ease that can be remedied only through 
such extra-legal forces as education and 
religion.

In view of the adverse criticisms made 
against the St. Luke’s Hospital regarding 
the treatment of its patients, I deem it 
my duty to state my experience with that 
institution. ; 

Although I am in no way connected 
with the hospftal, I must say that while 
other institutions in this city have some- 
times refused to take my patients, the 
St. Luke’s Hospital has always taken 
them in. Some of the most complicated 
surgical operations have been performed 
in @& most skillful manner on some of 
my patients, free of charge, while ex- 
cellent treatment has been accorded some 
very trying nervous cases. 

With one exception, all my patients 
have felt very grateful to the institution 
for the splendid treatment they have re- 
ceived there. Not one of them has com- 
Plained of any mistreatment or ocareless- 
ness, except of what might be expected 
of all human beings—and hospital at- 
tendants and nurses are, after all, only 
human beings. 

I can speak of one case in partiouler, 
one of heart disease, who will testify at 
any time if necessary to the royal treat- 
ment she received at St. Luke’s Hos#ital. 
She is a poor Jewish girl without friends 
or relatives, who boasts now that the 
people in the hospital are her friends 

In short, all my St. Luke’s cases were 
a8 much pleased, if not more, than any of 
the cases I sent to the other big hospitals. 

We must not forget that a patient is 
not the best judge of the treatment ac- 
corded him in a hospial. I have often had 
serious complaints by patients against 
treatment given them, on which treatment 
the whole cure depended. 

I know that St. Luke’s Hospital needs 
no apologies, but I deem it my duty to 
write to you some of my experience in 
answer to the unjust criticism of the in- 
stitution.

FIRST NATIONAL BANK 


Puts In $100,000, to Which Each 
Employe May Contribute 3 
Per Cent. of His Salary. 


FIRST OF ITS KIND HERE 





Provides for Old Age, for Widows, and 
for Physical Disablility—Cashler and 
the Officers Above Him Barred. 





The First National Bank announced 
yesterday the establishment of a pen- 
sion fund to which the bank hag turned 
over $100,000 and to which each employe 
may contribue 8 per cent of his salary. 
The fund ts available to all the em- 
ployes of the bank, numbering about 150, 
who choose to subscribe. The only excep- 
tions made are the higher officers down 
to and including the cashier. 

While the banking institutions of this 
city provide in various ways for their 
vld employes the First National] {ts the 
first to announce a general pension plan. 
A similar plan has been in operation for 
some time in the First National Bank ef 
Chicago, 

Pritnarily the fund is to provide for 
employes in their old age, although there 
are provisions for the widow of an em- 
ploye, and the power is optional with the 
custodians of the fund to pay a pension in 
the case of physical disability before the 
employes reaches the age limit. 

Sixty-five years is the age at which 
the pension first applies. To be eligible 
for retirement on a pension at that age 
an employe must have been in the bank's 
service for fifteen years at least. If he 
retires after this minimum of service hs 
draws a pension for fifteen years. Twen- 
ty-five years of service is required before 


the pension is payable for life. For serv- 
ice longer than fifteen years but* less 
than twenty-five the pension applies only 
for fifteen years. 

The amount of pension to be allowed 
is figured on the basis of 2 per cent, of 
the average salary for five years previous 
to the time the pension becomes pay- 
able multiplied by the number of years 
of service up to that time. No pension 
however, may exceed $5,000 a year, an 
none will be paid totaling more than 70 
per cent. of the salary received by the 

eneficiary. 

Provision is made for the withdrawal 
of the amounts contributed to the fund 
by employes who may leave the service 
of the bank. Any contributor who quits 
the service of the bank before reachi 
the age of sixty-five is to receive in cas 
the amount of his contributions. The 
bank, it is understood, will make add@i- 
tions to the $100,000 endowment as the 
plan progresses and necessity arises.

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THE BOND-ENGRAVING ROW. 

Tt is undoubtedly true, as Controller 
PRENDERGAST has said, that good faith 
toward the holders of the temporary 
certificates representing the recent is- 
sue of New York City bonds requires 
that the bonds shall be listed on the 
Stock Exchange. Stock Exchange list- 
ing is also for the interest of hold- 
ers of the bonds everywhere, in or- 
der that sales may be readily made or 
daily quotations consulted. But it is 
not less true that the City of New York 
ought not to be forced to accept bids 
for ‘bond engraving from one concern 
only, when other concerns are willing to 
do the work for less money, provided 
that the guarantees against unauthor- 
ized issues are satisfactory in both 
cases. Secretary E.y of the Stock Hx- 
change, in a letter to the Controller, 
says: 

The assertion that the Exchange is 
upholding a monopoly in the engraving 
of certificates for listing {s also un- 
true. The doors of the Exchange are 
wide open to any engraving concern 
whose work, whose managers and 
methods are up to the committee's 


standard of values, and shut tight to 
those that are not. 





That may be true. Nevertheless, the 
position of the Stock Exchange as de- 
scribed by its Secretary is not incom- 
patible with the existence of those 
“evils of monopoly” which Mr. Hor- 
aces Wuirtp alluded to in his addendum 
to the report of the Hughes Committee. 
The Board of Governors of thé Stock 
Hxchange, it appears, is the sole judge 
of “the managers and methods” of the 
engraving companies, It fixes its own

The first broadside of 
the State Charities Aid 
Association against the

year was 32,657, more than double the 
number of their inmates in 1890, although 
the population of this State has increased 
but one-half in this score of vears. 
The figures do not mean, necessarily, 
that insanity is on the increase. Persons 
who would formerly have been permitted 
to roam at large when they became men- 
tally diseased are now cared for in the 
hospitals; but it is the fault of this time 
that insanity should not be actually de- 
creasing. Gov. HuGcuems did not pretend 
to speak on his own authority when he 
said that 50 per cent. of the patients un- 
der treatment need never have become in- 
sane. This estimate was approved by 
such eminent physicians as DANA, PETER- 
SON, STARR, SACHS, MABON, Hock, and

Senator BorRan’s accu-

real estate business in this city. Smart 
negro speculators in private properties 
will take advantage of a quarrel between 
white landlords, persuading one of them, 
as a “‘spite’’ measure, to hand over his 
house to negro management. The negro 
agents fill it with tenants of their race. 
That house at once assumes a permanent 
nuisance value. After the white tenants 
of the adjacent house move elsewhere 
the negro dealers will never give it up, no 
matter what price the opposing landlord 
is willing to pay for it. Instead they offer 
to buy his house at one-half to two-thirds 
the appraised valuation. The other white 
landlords in that block will thenceforward 
rent to negro tenants or to none at all 

So the enterprising negro invades neigh- 
boring properties of white owners, forc- 
ing down their valuations, compelling 
their sales, and, incidentally, depriving 
the white owners of considerable percent- 
ages of their investments. The negroes 
defend this method of warfare by the ar- 
gument that industrious and respectable 
negroes must have a decent neighborhood 
to live in, Only in this way oan they gain 
entrance to places removed from the lazy, 
shiftless,, diseased, and oriminal elements 
of their race. 

Race prejudice in the North is very real. 
The negroes have found out how to capi- 
talize it. Complaints are already heard

‘“‘Look under your car, mister! Look 
under your car!’’ shouted a little group 
of small boys who ran beside a Third 
Avenue car at 118th Street late yesterday 
afternoon. Motorman James McMahon 
put on the brakes, and a number of pas- 
sengers who had heard the cries of the 
beys alighted when McMahon climbed 
aqown from the front platform.

The boy appeared to be stunned slightly, 
or at least too frightened to talk.

SHORTER HOURS FOR WOMEN. 


Factory Owners Would Benefit, Not 
Lose, by a Change, the Women Argue.

A preliminary report was made yester- 
dav at the headquarters of the Women's 
Trade Union League, 43 East Twenty-sec- 
ond Street, by a committee which ap- 
peared before a legislative committee in 
Albany three days ago in support of the 
bill limiting the hours of work in this 
to fifty-four a week. 
The members of the committee were Miss 
Ida Rau, Chairman: Miss Frances Per- 
kins, representing the Consumers’ League; 
Miss Leonora O'Reilly, Miss Rose Schnei- 
dermann, representing the white goods 
workers, and a representative of the Child 
Labor Committee. 

The preliminary report was made by 
Miss Schneidermann, who said: 

‘‘Our arguments seemed to impress the 
legislative committee. We pointed out 
that when women were overworked they 
could not do as good work as when they 
had reasonable rest. We showed that in 
trades where the eight hour workday pre- 
vailed, such as the building trades, as 
much work was done in a day as when 
the men worked ten hours a day. In re- 
ply to the arguments of the manufactur- 
representatives that by limiting the 
hours of work to fifty-four for women, 
sixty hours a week being the limit now, 
the output would be go lessened that they 
would have to move their plants from 
large cities to suburban towns from mo- 
tives of economy, we held that when peo- 
ple are habitually overworked the quality 
and quantity of the work done in a given 
time would compare unfavorably with 
work done under conditions where they 
had more rest. This had been shown in 
many trades in which the working hours 
were more some years ago than they are 
now. It would be good business policy 
on the part of the manufacturers, there- 
fore, we believe, to withdraw their opposi- 
tion to the bill.’’

WAIVES HIS $5,000 BEQUigST 





Also Swears We Heard Nephew Swear 
at Aged Western Union Head and 
Speak Slightingly of Him. 





William H. Eckert, who is credited with 
being the moving spirit In the contest 
over the will of his brother, Gen. Thomas 
H. Eckert, testified yesterday at the hear- 
ing before Surrogate Cohalan. To W. H. 
Eckert’s resentment against his nephew, 
T. T. Eckert, Jr., and to his anger at be- 
ing cut off in the General’s will with but 
$5,000, are attributed his efforts in per- 
suading James Clendennin Eckert to risk 
a bequest of $50,000 outright, and $100,000 
in trust, by fighting his father’s will. 

This resentment is said to have had its 


origin in the opposition of T. T. Eckert, 
Jr., to the payment by the General of 
various amounts to his brother. This op- 
position, according to the testimony of 
Richard G. Page, Jr., the General’s secre- 
tary, caused substantial reductions in the 
General’s bounty to his brother in the 
latter years of the General's life. 

That T. T. Eckert, Jr., proposed in 1908 
to have a commission appointed td ad- 
judge Gen. Eckert insane, was the most 
startling assertion William H. Eckert 
made on the stand, William H. Eckert 
testified that his nephew said: 

“Uncle, 1 am going to court to have a 
commission appointed for father. He is 
fast losing his mind.”’ 

To this W. H. Eckert said he replied: 

"Tom, have you consulted your brother, 
Clen, about this? You had better do so 
before you take any such proceedings.”’ 
—_ Eckert’s reply, his uncle testified, 

fas: 

‘* You just watch your Uncle Dudley.” 

William H. Eckert was warned by 
Surrogate Cohalan that if the will were 
broken he would lose the $5,000 be- 
queathed to him, but the witness said 
that he was willing to waive the legacy. 
He said that he was 72 years old, while 
92. He explained that he had been 
in the telephone business since 1878, and 
continued until 1886 when the Metropoll- 
tan Telephone Company ousted him be- 
Cause Of attacks made by the Western 
Union, of which his brother was Presi- 
dent, on the Bell Telephone interests, 

William H. Eckert testified that his 
nephew, Thomas, had sworn at his father 


a horse in which his father was interested, 
and had told his uncle one day when the 
latter was visiting Elberon: 

mas .“s in the library talking to an 
adventuress.”’ 

Henry D. Estabrook, one of the counsel 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
described a conversation he had with Gen. 
Eckert in his Eighty-sixth Street home 
in July, 1910. He said that the General 
spoke very slowly on this occasion, that 
his hand trembled, and his cheek and eve- 
lid on one side of his face twitched. He 
had seen medicines administered by Tom 
Keekert to his father. Regarding Clen- 
dennin Eckert, Mr. Estabrook said the 
General declared: 

“Clendennin has made good and has 
paid me back some $48,000 he borrowed

THINKS VIVISECTION USELESS 


Dr. Snow, British Authority on Can- 
cer, Disagrees with Our Doctors. 


Vivisection is not only cruel but use- 
less, aS we cannot draw satisfactory in- 


ferencés from animals, which are differ- 
ently constituted from man. in the opinion 
of Dr. Herbert Snow, Chairman of the 
bare Section of the International Medi- 
cal Association and one of the greatest 
living authcrities on the treatment of 
cancer. 

Dr. Snow arrived here yesterday on the 
Mauretania to lecture in New York. 
Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, and 
Washington, under the auspices of 
medical associations of those cities. His 
first lecture will he on Feb. 26 before the 
New York Medical Association. 

For twenty-nine years, or until six 
years ago, he was senior surgeon of the 
Cancer Hospital of London, and is the 
author of one of the most complete com- 
pendiums on that disease ever written. 

The doctor told of two important dis- 
coveries he had made. In operating for 
cancer, the surgeons, he said, often seem 
to remove all traces of the cancer germ. 
but the disease returns later. This led 
him to think that the germs found lodg- 
ment in the bones. After a number of 
experiments he reached the opinion that 
they lav dormant in the marrow of the 
bones, breaking out again in full virulence 
at a later neriod. 

Another discovery was the use of opium 
in allaving the ravages of cancer. It had 
long been used purely as an anaesthetic. 
he said, but he found that the drug could 
be used to stay the disease, and often to 
prolong life for several vears. 

On the subject of vivisection Dr. Snow 
said: * The use of vivisection in seeking 
a cancer cure is bogus. Cancer in ani- 
mals is quite different from that in hu- 
man beings. Therefore such experiments 
are utterly useless. Such experiments, 
moreover, are likely to be misleading.” 


Henry J. Hitchins.

The work of Ford was the surprise of the 
American League last season. He won 
twenty-six games and lost only six, which 
gave him an average of .813. Only one 
pitcher in the league had a better average, 
and that was Chief Bender of the 
Athletics, who pitched in four less games 
and had an average of .821. Ford pitched 
299 2-3 innings, and his opponents got only 
an average of six hits a game off his 
delivery. 

The choicest fling in Ford’s repertoire 
is the moist ball, which pitchers find the 
most difficult to control. This is where 
Ford excelled, however, because the con- 
trol of this difficult form of delivery was 
his chief asset. Not a batsman in the 
American League was able to solve it ef- 
fectively. Umpire Billy Evans says the 
ball has the weirdest and most deceptive 
hop of any curve he has seen pitched. 

Manager Chase also brought back news 
of another young pitcher he found on the 
coast.

SUES FOR MISER’S HOARD. | 





Court Holding That One Who Knows 
Enough to Save Knows Enough toGive 


Catherine V. Thomas got permission 
yesterday from the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court to renew her suit to 
enforce an assignment of the $30,000 sav- 
ings of Willlam Rogers, an old Long 
Branch mister. Her suit was dismissed in 
the Supreme Court on the ground, urged 


by Agnes J. Rogers, the miser’s sister, 
that he was incompetent to make an as- 
Ssignment. The Appellate Division de- 
clares that this belief of the lower court 
was erroneous. Justice Clarke, who wrote 
the majority opinion, says: 

“Rogers was a singular character. He 
was 69 or 70 years of age at the time of 
his death and left about $30,000 in various 
accounts deposited in several savings 
banks in the City of New York. He was 
a miser, who during the last twenty-five 
years of his life had spent little or noth- 
ing upon himself. 

‘But he was not the kind of a miser 
who digs a hole in the cellar, pours in 
his gold, and then'goes down to gioat over 
it from time to time. He was an intelli- 
gent miser, who put the money he could 
make or save in a gavings bank, where it 
was not only kept safely but where it 
bred interest. 

‘He had at least a good common school 
education, was a great reader of news- 
papers, was accustomed to drive close 
bargains, was posted on financial affairs, 
talked with. bank officials about stocks 
and bonds, in the days of horse racing at 
Monmouth Park got Aspleby and Johnson 
to put money for him on the races, con- 
versed intelligently with business men and 
his acquaintances, and comprehended 
what was said to him down to two hours 
before his death. 

“He did wood chopping and odd jobs, 
slept in barns and outhouses, and for many 
years lived in the Thomas home, sleeping 
in the barn and being given his meals by 
them. It would seem that if he was com- 
petent to accumulate $30,000 by every kind 
of self-denial and personal privation, to 
deposit it in savings banks, to have his 
interest written up from time to time, and 
to draw out said interest, he was com- 
petent to dispose of it. If he was able 
to make and save money, he ought to have 
the right to give it away. 

Rogers had Hved with the Thomas’s for 
years. and died at their house. Mrs. 
Thomas nursed him in his last illness and 
took care of him up to the time of his 
death in January, 1909."

The undertone in the cotton market was 4is- 
tinctly nervous during yesterday’s session, and 
at times price changes were rapid, with trad- 
ing in good volume. Short covering predom!- 


nated, however, and bearish news factors 
found the market {n a more or less liquidated 
state, so that their effect was lessened. The 
range of values was generally above Thurs- 
day’s final, with the close firm, and on the 
Curb @ prominent frader bid 13.95c for 20,000 
bales of May and 12.69c for 10,000 October. 
which some interests thought was wanted for 
short account. 

Attention was chiefly centred upon develop- 
ments in Washington relative to what action 
would be taken on the Scott Anti-Future bill. 
An early rumor originated tn Boston to the 
effect that the bill would not pass the com- 
mittee, but when authentic advices were later 
received stating that the bill had actually been 
reported to the Senate there was hurried lqui- 
dation. When {it became known that the origi- 
nal measure had been modified by amend- 
ments and would therefore have to go back to 
the House a better feeling developed. The 
opinion was entertained in conservative sources 
that, with so many other pressing matters to 
be discussed in the Senate this session, there 
was little probability of this bill being reached. 
It was also believed that it had been s0 
amended as practically to nullify its provisions. 

Cables received from Liverpool were of a 
more reassuring nature, and the future market 
there was better than anticipated at the open- 
ing of our session. It was said that a steadier 
feeling prevailed in Manchester, and, as the 
Continent has recently shown an improved in- 
quiry for our cotton, sentiment was a trifle 
more optimistic. The week-end statistics were 
rather disappointing, owing to the larger 
amount brought into sight than expected, but 
it is quite natural to expect more bullish sta- 
tistics, especially relative to movement of cot- 
ton, in the future. The Cotton Hxchange re- 
ported 208,000 bales into sight for the week, 
against 218,000 bales last week and 155, 
bales last year.

After an interval of three and a half 
yesrs the Southern Railway resumed @ivi- 
dends yesterday on its preferred stock 
by the declaration of 1 per cent. payable 
On April 24 to stockholders of record on 
April 1. Further improvements were 
authorized by the directors, but it was 
Said that this would not call for any fi- 
nancing at this time. 

President Finley said after the meeting 
that he had been authorized to consider 
the purchase of additional power and 
equipment and the construction of a 
System of modern “‘lap”’ sidings on two 
important divisiors where the traffic is 
heavy, but not sufficient to require double 
tracking now, and to improve certain yard 
facilities. 

In order to strengthen the position of 
the company for increasing its business, 
the Board seuthorized the improvement 
and expansion of freight facilities at im- 
portant points. 

Regarding the resumption of dividends 
Mr. Finley said: 


The financial condition of the company 
having so improved, as {s shown by its last 
annual report and by its income statement 
for the six months ended Dec. 31, 1910, as 
to make such action entirely consistent with 
@ sound and conservative fiscal policy, the 
Board of Directors has declared a dividend 
out of accumulated income as a fair recog- 
nition, under al] the circumstances, of the 
just expectations of the holders of its pre- 
ferred stock who received dividends for a 
series of years until the conditions which 
culminated in the financial panic of the Fall 
of 1907 and the subsequent business depres- 
sion impelled their suspension. As the ac- 
tion of the board Indicates, it has adopted 
the policy of resuming dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock on a very conservative basis, in 
the expectation that with a continuance of 
favorable conditions the rate of dividend 
may be gradually increased until the full 
dividend can again be properly paid. The 
resumption of dividends will not result In 
any modification of the present progressive 
policy of the company with respect to oper- 
ation, maintenance, and improvement of the 
property. 

It ts the expectation of the company to 
continue its policy of charging to income 
monthly proportionate amounts of the pres- 
ent balance of discount on securities sold, 
and of making a substantial charge to prefit 
and loss at the end of each fiscal year until 
such present decreasing balance of discount 
has been absorbed. 

The gross income of the Southern Rail- 
way for the six months ended Dec. 31 in- 
creased $702,722, and the net income in- 
creased $1,083,209. The net income after 
the payment of charges and after deduct- 
ing $31,054 for additions ard betterments, 
amounted to $4,088,388.

Judge Holt Decides Against Any Pref- 
erences for Carnegie Trust Deposits. 


Judge Holt of the United States District 





Court denied yesterday the motions made | 


by receivers for Frederick Rosenzweig, 
the Art Novelty Company, Simon Lindau, 
and Philip Bologh, all in bankruptcy, for 
orders directing the State Superintendent 
of Banks to pay to the petitioners their 
deposits with the defunct Carnegie Trust 
Company, which, in 1907, was desiguated 
by the Federal Court as a depository for 
the money of bankrupt estates. 

‘*In taking charge of a banking institu- 
tion,’’ Judge Holt says, ‘“‘ the Superintend.- 


ent of Banks does so by virtue of his 
authority and not as a result of any pro- 
ceedings in court.”’ 

Judge Holt said that the United States 
Supreme Court had held that thero could 
be no preference in the distribution of 
funds in an insolvent National bank ex- 
cept such as was provided by the National 
Bank act. 

While the case referred to was not 
strictly analogous, the general principle 
on which the decision was based seemed 
to apply, namely, that the law under 
which the affairs of an insolvent corpora- 
tion are being liquidated governs the pro- 
cedure. 

No record is kept by the Federal Dis- 
trict Court of the moneys which its rece'v- 
ers and Trustees in bankruptcy from 
time to time deposit with tne trust com- 
panies. It is, therefore, impossible to 
aecertain at this time just how much 
cash belonging to bankrupt estates Is 
tled up by the Carnegie Trust Company 
failure, although it has been variously 
estimated at between $215,000 ana 
$1,000, OVO. 


DEFENSE BY CLEARING HOUSE 


New York Bankers Act on Report of 
Proposed Federal Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—New York 
bankers, disturbed by a report that the 
Department of Justice was about to in- 
vestigate the New York City Clearing 
House for alleged violations of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, have submitted to At- 
torney General, Wickersham a brief ex- 
plaining the organization and functions of 
the association. James M. Beck, former 
Assistant Attorney General, prepared the 
statement for the Clearing House and the 
supplementary statement for the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association was prepared 
and presented by Thomas B. Paton. 

The New York bankers took alarm at @ 
recent attempt to have a Grand Jury in- 
vestigate the Clearing House Association 
at New Orleans. In that case, however, 
Attorney General Wickersham held that 
the New Orleans Clearing House did not 
come within the scope of inter-State Com- 
merce and ordered the proceedings dis- 
missed. 

So far as could be learned to-day no 

roceedings against the New York Clear- 
ng House are contemplated, but the 
bankers explained that they wished to 
present thelr case as & precautionary 
measure. 


VOTING TRUST TO CONTINUE. 


Extension of Five Years for the Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan Plan Likely. 














An extension for five years of the voting 
trust of the Interborough-Metropolitan 
Company is proposed by the voting trus- 
tees. The present voting trust {s August 
Belmont, Edward J. Berwind, Andrew 
Freedman, Theodore P. Shonts, and Cor- 
nelilus Vanderbilt. The voting trust es- 
tablished in 1906 provided that the holders 


of the certificates would use their best 
efforts to extend the trust for a second 
eriod of five years if the trustees thought 
fe advisable. It is in pursuance of this 
understanding that the trustees have 
given notice that the trust should be ex- 
tended until March 6, 1911 

The voting trust agreement provides

A $450,000 Deal in the Midtown Loft Zone—Park Avenue 
Corner Bought for Co-operative Apartment Sold 
Under Foreclosure—Y. M. C. A. Buys

A nuber of excellent sales in different 
parts of the city characterized the realty 
market yesterday.

His Skipper Was a Good Man and 
Treated Him Well—Gets Back Here 
Mostly by “Beating His Way.” 








A tall, slender, clean-cut youth of 17 
was brought to the Immigration Inspec- 
tors’ room in the Barze Office yesterday 
to be questioned about his right to land 
from the Panama liner Panama, which 
brought him from Christobal.

An Inspector from the Queens Health 
Department called yesterday at the home 
of Gordon Johnson at 339 Beech Street, 
Richmond Hill. 

“‘ Neighbors have complained to our de- 
partment,’ said he, solemnly to Mrs. 
Johnson, who opened the door when he 


,rang, “‘that your three children are being 


neglected; that they are left out on your 
front porch in all kinds of weather with- 
out proper clothing. What have you to 
say.about it?” 

Mrs. Johnson laughed, and led the way 
to the large porch that runs around two 
sides of the Johnson home. She showed 
the Inspector her three sons, twins two 
years old, named George and William, and 
Charlie, a youngster of eight months. 
The three were kicking about on a mat- 
tress that. lay on the porch. 

“Why,” said the Inspector in astonish- 


ment, after viewing the apparently con- 
tented children, “‘ those are the healthiest 
children I’ve seen in all my experience.’ 

“Of course they are,’’ replied Mrs. 
Johnson. “They are my ‘fresh air’ 
babies.’’ 

The Inspector returned to his office at 
Jamaica and reported “no ground for 
complaint.”’ 

The visit of the Inspector revealed some 
interesting facts in the lives of the three 
healthy youngsters. Ever since they were 
a month old they have spent almost every 
day of their lives in.the open air. At night 
they are taken in the house and cared for 
just like other babies, except that, no mat- 
ter what the weatiier, all the windows in 
their roOm are opened wide. 

Mrs. Johnson is the wife of Gordon 
Johnson, President of the Metropolitan 
Grocery Company, a wholesale concern, 
with offices at 66 Broadway, Manhattan. 
Mrs. Johnson was born in Germany. Her 
husband is Scotch. She was the as 
child and had the care of several younge 
brothers and sisters. Then she studied 
medicine. One of the pene things she 
learned, she says, is that fresh air is the 
very best thing for growing children. She 
is a Btrong believer in nature treatment 
for all, but particularly for children. 

‘‘Mvy children have never been ill a day, 
and I have never had a doctor for them,’ 
she said yesterday. ‘It is only the chil- 
dren who are coddled indoors all the 
time that are sick. Children brought up 
in fresh air do not contract the so-called 
children's diseases.”’ 

The Johnsons, who are well-to-do, have 
lived in Richmond Hill about a year, and 
their children have been a constant 
source of worry to the neighbors, but not 
to their parents. This is how Mrs. John- 
son brings them up: 

At 9 o'clock each morning the children 
are put out on the porch, no matter what 
the weather. The porch is inclosed with a 
railing, so that they cannot fall off. A 
larga mattress is placed in one corner, 
and when they are tired playing with the 
many toys with which they are provided 
they Iie down on the mattress and go to 
sleep.

The court holds that fail- 
ure to give notice to employers of the 
loan and salary agreement within three 
days, as provided by law, absolutely in- 
validates any possibility of recovering 
under the assignment. 

Gimbel Brothers, the retail dry goods 
merchants, who conducted a_ successful 
campaign on behalf of their employes 
egg the loan companies in Philadel- 
phia, also won yesterday’s decision. Ac- 
yee gag to Walter S. Heilborn of 41 Lib- 
erty Street, local attorney for Gimbel 
Brothers, the decision is the severest blow 
yet given the salary loan companies in 
this State, and will seriously cripple this 
system of extortion. 

Myrtle M. Thompson, acting for salary 
loan companies, tried to collect from 
Gimbei Brothers, in the Seventh District 
Municipal Court several notes which she 
had executed under an alleged power of 
attorney from seven employes of the firm 
who were brought to this city when the 
Gimbel store here was opened. The Mu- 
nicipal Court denied her judgment and she 
appealed. 

Interest at the rate of from 175 per cent. 
to JYU per cent. was specified in these 
transactions, the Appellate Term decision 
recites. It relates how each of the em- 
ployes was required to execute to Stéila 
Blanding of Portland, Me., powers of at- 
torney, which gave her authority to assign 
their salaries in any position present of 
future. Then a check for the amount of 
the loan was given to the employe. When 
the employe defaulted payment, Stella 
Blanding assigned the salary of the em- 
ploye to the N. W. Hastin Company, 
which in turn assigned it to Miss Thomp- 
son. As s00n as the assignment was 
executed the notice of it was mailed to 
Gimbel Brothers. This notice was ex- 
pected to come within the statute, an 
expectation which yesterday’s decision 
overthrows. 

‘It seems to us,” said the Justices of 
the Appellate Term, “ that one of the pur- 
poses of the statute was to minimizg the 
evils of these extortionate loans by tak- 
ing from the lender the means of coercion. 
A notice to the employer immediately 
after the note is made and given would 
tend to this result.’’ 

The decision states that the plain intent 
of the statute to give immediate notice 
is violated by the evasive devicé adopted 
by the loan companies and pronounces the 
device invalid. 

Mr. Heilborn said that in the event of 
an appeal, which i$ likely in view of the 
damage done to the salary loan companies 
by the decision, Gimbe] Brothers will con- 
tinue the fight in any court.

PLEA FOR SCIENCE HEALER. 


Jerome Asks That Case Be Trans- 
ferred to General Sessions. 








Ex-District Attorney William T. Jerome 
argued a motion before Judge Foster 
yesterday to have the trial of Willis Ver- 
non Cole, the Christian Science healer, 
transferred from Special Sessions to Gen- 
eral Sessions. Magistrate Freschi, before 
whom Cole was arraigned for practicing 
medicine without a license, held him for 
trial in Special Sessions, 

Mr. Jerome said many constitutional 
rights were invoived in the case and 
many novel questions would be raised. 
He said the case was really a test one, 
and that he would carry it to the highest 
courts if necessary. 

‘The holding of Mr. Cole was a shock 
to tens of thousands of earnest believers 
in the Christian Science faith,’’ he con- 
tined. ‘“‘ There nothing pernicious or 
shocking in the doctrine of healing by 
faith, nor is it a new doctrine. Magis- 
trate Freschi, in his opinion holding Mr. 
Cole for trial, showed that he had taken 
pains to investigate the subject, but he 
dealt with every point except the main 
point involved, that of statutory con- 
struction. Justice Cullen, in the Court of 
Appeals, has held that he doubted the 
power of the Legislature to prescribe 
what mode of treatment an adult should 
take for illness.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Delahanty 
and Almuth C. Vandiver, counsel for the 
County Medical Society, opposed the mo- 
tion, Mr. Delahanty said that the Court 
of Special Sessions had invariably tried 
cases brought against persons for the 
illegal practice of medicine, and that its 
decisions had always been upheld by the 
Court of Appeals. He denied the right of 
any person using Mary Baker Eddy’s 
book ‘‘ Science and Health’”’ to open an 
office and treat patients at &2 a treatment 
and still evade the responsibility of su- 
pervision by the medical and health au- 
thorities. Mr. Vandiver said Justice 
Bianchard in the Supreme Court had de- 
nied a similar application made by Mr. 
Jerome while he was District Attorney. 

No decision was given. 
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Rockefeller Crusade Conviction. 

Judge Malone, in sentencing James Con- 
naughton, former manager of the Gains- 
borough Hotel, West Thirty-fourth Street, 
to a year in the penitentiary and to pay 
a fine of $500 for keeping a disorderly re- 
sort, ignored the jury’s recommendation 
to mercy after it had returned a verdict 
of guilty. Connaughton was indicted wtih 
seven other men as a result of the Rock- 
efeller Grand Jury investigation last 
Spring. All but one have been convicted.

TO END BRONX SEWER FIGHT. 


Bill at Albany Aims to Obtain Federal 
Permit for Outlet Into Hudson. 


Assemblyman Hathes has just intro- 
duced in the Legislature a bill which aims 
to bring to an end the long litigation be- 
tween the United States Government and 
the Bronx Valley Sewerage Commission. 
It provides for the issue of additional 
bonds to the amount of $500,000 to cover 
the expense of installing a plant for the 
treatment of the sewage to be discharged 
into the Hudson near Yonkers. 

Such installation would probably remove 
the objections of the Government to the 
opening of the Bronx Valley trunk sewer. 
The Government has hitherto withheld the 
permit for the discharge of sewage into 
the Hudson, and has sought to enjoin 
the commission from thus polluting the 
river and harbor. Vigorous opposition 
was made from the time of the announce- 
ment of the commission's plans, the Mer- 
chants’ Association Committee on Water 
Pollution heading it. Hugh Gordon Mil- 
ler, who acted as special assistant to the 
Attorney General in the Passaic Valley 
case, and obtained a settlement satis- 
factory to the New Jersey Commission 
and the Government, had charge of the 
Bronx Valley case throughout most of 
the litigatien and negotiations. 

= Mr. Haines’s bill is passed,’’ safd 
Edward Hatch, Jr., Chairman of the 
Water Pollution Committee, ‘‘ it will prob- 
ably mean the settlement of the Bronx 
sewer dispute. With the two outside 
sources of river and bay pollution ren- 
dered harmless, the advocates of a clean 
harbor will be able to concentrate their 
attention upon the problem of decent dis- 
posal of New York City’s sewage.”
